DOMESTIC SEWS. 


The President. 
W ashington, July 30th.—Dr. Boynton, 
Garfield’s physician, who has been stopping 
at the Executive Mansion ever since the 
President was wounded, Bays the President is 
decidedly better this morning than at any 
time since he was shot. He has been elevated 
in bed by means of pillows, and has eaten a 
small quantity of beef which was prepared 
for him by Mrs. Garfield. The President 
has expressed himself as feeling much better 
and stronger to-day than at any time since 
the shooting. He watched the clock until 
exactly !> o'clock, at which moment he re­ 
marked, “ Well, it’s exactly four weeks since 
I was shot.” Dr. Boynton ¡3 of the opinion 
that the progress ot the patieDt toward recov­ 
ery will not be impeded again, and he is now 
well on the war. The attending surgeons 
seem assured of the President recovering 
strength as rapidly as could be expected, and 
say that he is in excellent spirits, generally 
speaking. The President’s recovery is now 
considered only a question of time. 
This morning Dr. Hamilton sent the fol­ 
lowing dispatch to his wife : “ The President 
has had a pleasant night He is now sitting 
partly up in bed, while Mrs Garfield is giv­ 
ing him a little beefsteak. We are all in the 
best of spirits, feeling that his recovery is al­ 
most absolutely assured.” 
The President before being wounded suf­ 
fered from chronic dyspepsia, and the phy­ 
sicians say that the effects are d o w visible 
and that the immense drain of pus from the 
system must be replaced by healthy dieting. 
Terrible D istiller, Explosion. 
P eoria (Ills.), July 30th.—At 0 o’clock 
this evening a terrible explosion occurred at 
Woolner’s distillery, in lower Peoria, in 
which Max Woolner. son of Abraham Wool- 
ner, was instantly killed, and sixty others 
scalded and bruised. The following are the 
names of the wounded : Ignatius Woolner, 
one of the proprietors, badly burned, and will 
probably die before morning ; John Kirkland, 
Henry Williams, William Rice and two 
sons, Henry Gootz, Charles Hoffner, Augus­ 
tus Steeler, Tom Lawless Sinclair, of New 
York, — Freeman, Henry Cushing, Wm. 
Fehl and two sons, August Riefner, all badly 
burned, and some will, no doubt, die before 
morning. This distillery was burned on J une 
Gth, and the proprietors were engaged trying 
a tub of beer that was saved from the fire, 
and through defects of the machinery of the 
pipes of the still, the tub exploded with fear­ 
ful results. 
A later report is that the wounded men are 
at their residences to-night, and at least ten 
of them are believed to be fatally injured. 
A Notorious lligliw aj man a Second Time 
in Trouble. 
W ashington, July 30th— A notorious 
highway robber named Ham White was a 
year or two ago tried and convicted for rob­ 
bing the mails in Texas. He was a noted 
and desperate highwayman. He had robbed 
stage coaches and individuals, and had com­ 
mitted several murders. Upon conviction in 
Texas he was sentenced to imprisonment in 
the West Virginia Penitentiary for life. 
Upon the recommendation ot Congressman 
Jones, of Texas, President Hayes pardoned 
White. The postal authorities knew noth­ 
ing about the pardon until White was re­ 
leased. He immediately resumed h¡3 career 
on the highway, and has now been arrested 
in Colorado, where he will be tried. He was 
arrested under the name of Benton. .He 
has numerous aliases, and has robbed the 
mails in Arkansas, Texas, New Mexico and 
Colorado. Warrants have been procured in 
Arkansas and Texas, and White will be tried 
for crimes committed in those States as well 
as in Colorado. The Chief Inspector < f the 
Postnffica Department has several of the 
masks worn by White in the different rob­ 
beries. lie is one of the most desperate 
of border highwaymen. 
Hcucral Strike of Butchers. 
N ew Y op.k, July 30th.—To-night, after a 
few fiery speeches, a resolution fcr all butch­ 
ers in the Union to go on a general strike was 
carried unanimously. A committee was ap­ 
pointed to telegraph to the butchers of Phila­ 
delphia and Chicago news of the strike, and 
request them not to interfere. The strike 
begins to-morrow, Sunday, which is usually 
one of the busiest davs of the week. There 
are 400 men in the Union, and one of them 
said if they could hold out three weeks their 
employers would be compelled to take them 
back and increase their wages. 
A Woman Deenpltntrtl. 
O m aha, Julv 30th.—L ast niaht, at N orth 
P.end, on the Union Pacific Railroad, Mrs. 
Williams ran upon the track in the rear of 
the caboose on the freight train to talk to Dr. 
Elwood, who was inside, when the train sud­ 
denly backed up and the bnmper of the 
caboose struck Mrs. Williams in the breast, 
knocking her down. Her neck struck on the 
rail and the car passed over and completely 
decapitated her. 
An Arkansas County I oiler Morllal taw. 
L ittle R ock, July 30th.—The Governor 
has placed Perry county under martial law. 
Even the magistrates have been deterred 
from issuing writs for the assassins, and the 
military have been sent thither. 
Fool liacin-g. 
N ew Y ork, July 30th.—George Hazel, 
champion of England, defeated Charles 
Price, ex-champion, in a ten-mi!e race to­ 
day, at the Pulo grounds. Hazel ran ten 
miles in 53 minutes 32 J seconds, and Price in 
55 minutes 5 seconds.Fires. 
W hitehall (Miob.), July 30tli.—The main 
business street has been burned. Loss, 
•8130,000; partly insured. 
D enver, July 30th.—A fire this morning 
in Lomois k Wheeler’s lumber yard caused 
§8,000 or §10,000 damages ; fully covered by 
insurance.Sheeplienler Murdered. 
D enver (Cel.), July 30th.—The Republi­ 
can’s Trinidad special says: At Brown’s 
ranch, near here, to-day, Daggart, foreman 
of Stevenson’s ranch, shot and killed one of 
Brown’s sheepherders and beat another nearly 
to death. The canse of the trouble is un­ 
known. The murderer escaped. 
Resignation Filed. 
Albany (N. Y.), July 30th.—The resigna­ 
tion of Kldridge G. I.apham, as representa­ 
tive of the Seventeenth Congressional Dis­ 
trict of this State in the Forty-seventh Con­ 
gress, to take effect August 1st, was filed in 
the Secretary of State’s office to-day. 
FOREIHX NEWS. 
The 1’ior at .Moscow*. 
St. P etersburg, July 30ch.—The Czar 
and family were enthusiastically welcomed 
by the inhabitants of Moscow. On his en­ 
trance to that city, in response to an address, 
the Czar said : “ After passing through the 
great affliction which fell on the imperial 
family, and all Russians, I esteem myself 
happy to be able to carry cut my heartfelt 
wish of visiting the original capital of the 
Empire. I cordially thank you for your re­ 
ception. Moscow has always gives an ex­ 
ample to the whole of Russia. I hope it will 
ever continue to do so. It testifies now, as 
formerly, that the Czar and people form 
a harmonious and solid whole. 
The Em­ 
peror and Empress proceeded on foot from 
the Palace to the Cathedral, an immense 
crowd cheering them lustily all the way. 
The visit to the Cathedral was followed by a 
reception at the Kremlin. To-day 20,000 
troops will he passed in review at camp, 'and 
to-morrpw (Sunday) is fixed for a pilgrimage 
to the Convent of St. Servius. 
W hy I he A nicer was Defeated. 
L ondon, July 30th.—The vTceroy of In­ 
dia telegraphs: No adrices received from 
Candahar. It was still uncertain Friday 
whether Ayoob Khan had occupied that 
place. 
The battle was loBt solely throngh 
bad generalship. Out of four regiments of 
the Ameer’s troops, only one regiment and 
six guns were brought into action. Ayoob 


Khan’s booty included two and a quarter 
lacs of rupees. 
IlIsCELLANEOl'S. 
The ninth triennial Conference of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of all 
lands met in London Saturday. 
Census returns show that the population of 
the Dominion of Canada is 4,350,933, an in­ 
crease of 080,498 in the past ten years. 
The opening of the Electric Exhibition at 
Paxis has been postponed to the lltli of Au­ 
gust. It will be a very extensive and costly 
affair. 
It is believed in London that the Duke of 
Argyll will marry the widow of the late Hon. 
Augustus Ansou. The lady is a daughter of 
the Bishop of St. Albans. 
The Emperor of Germany has conferred 
upon Professor William Dwight Whitely, of 
Massachusetts, the Order of Merit made va­ 
cant by the death of Thomas Carlyle. 
A heavy rainstorm in Denver, Saturday, 
caused considerable damage about the city, 
undermining the walls of several buildings in 
the course of construction and Hooding the 
cellars. 
Ham White, the convicted Texan highway­ 
man and mail robber, pardoned out of the 
West Virgipia Penitentiary by President 
Hayes, has been again arrested in Colorado 
for the same crime. 
An unexplained explosion took place at 
George Ehret’s brewery, on Third avenue, 
New York, Saturday, and blew off the entire 
west wing. The succeeding fire damaged the 
building to the extent of §25,000. 
The death is announced of George.Borrow, 
the author of “ The Bible in Spain," and 
well known for his associations with the Gyp­ 
sies in Spain and elsewhere, and as the writer 
of several remarkable works on the Gypsy 
race. 
Two hundred lumber hands of Skillings k 
Barnes, in Ogdensbnrg, N. Y„ have struck, 
and are so riotous that the Mayor has been 
called on to preserve order and to protect 
property. Several workers were injured by 
the strikers. 
The Paris newspapers complain that the 
hastening of the elections will compel the 
various constituencies to re-elect the sitting 
members. A Paris correspondent says it may 
be confidently predicted that scarcely fifty 
seats will be changed in the new Chamber. 
Bismarck has received a threatening letter 
postmarked Hamburg, which the North Ger­ 
man Gazette says was inspired as a result of 
the denunciations of the Progressist press. 
The Progressists say that the letter is merely 
published as an electoral dodge.

COAST CLIPPINGS. 
The railroad company is about to build a 
freight and passenger depot in front of 
Taggarts Hotel in Guerneville. 
The fruit-canning industry is growing 
with every year. The canneries are buying 
up the surplus crops of apricots, cherries, 
peaches, pears, plums, grapes, strawber­ 
ries, etc-, at prices ranging from §30 to 
§120 per ton. The largest canneries are 
located in Santa Clara county, and employ 
nearly a thousand persons. About one- 
tifth of the fruit used is grown in Sacra­ 
mento valley. The product of these can­ 
neries is nearly all shipped to the East and 
Europe, where ready markets are found. 
Says the Sonoma Index: The grape out­ 
look in Sonoma valley was never more 
promising than at present, and no doubt 
the exceptionally large crop of last year 
will be largely exceeded this season. The 
phylloxera scare is over, our grape growers 
having learned to contend successfully with 
the pest. The grape-knot fungus forma­ 
tion which has appeared in the Russian 
river valley and done much damage is com­ 
paratively unknown in this vicinity. Al­ 
together our vineyardistB arc well satisfied 
with their prospects, and well they may he, 
with big crops and grapes selling at §40. 
The tower about to be erected in San 
Jose for testing the electric light for street 
lighting purposes, will be located either at 
the corners of Santa Clara and San Pedro, 
or of Santa Clara and Market streets. The 
tower will be 200 feet high, constructed in 
the form of a monument. It will be sixty- 
eight feet square at the top, with the light 
six or eight feet higher, surmounted by a 
five-foot reflector. The San Jose Mercury 
says the light will be equal to that of a 
half moon over a radius of a mile, or greater 
if desired. The cost of the tower will be 
about S2,000. 
Thousands of • fish are dying in Donner 
lake, and the shore of the same is literally 
covered with their dead bodies. Mr. Teet­ 
ers informs a Republican reporter that he 
and another man picked up 5C3 dead fish 
is a distance of ten paces along the shore. 
It was thought one time that the fish were 
diseased, but all the fishermen in the vicin­ 
ity of the lake are now of the belief that 
some miscreant has been exploding giant 
powder in the lake for the purpose of kill­ 
ing the fish. Somo of the fish have been 
sent to Commissioner Redding for exami­ 
nation, and we will soon hear whether 
they are diseased or not. Mr. Teeters 
keeps the bodies of the fish which come to 
the lower end of the lake gathered up and 
buries them every day.—[Republican.

C'unillllan of Hie President. 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, July 
31st—9:30 A. M.—The President slept well 
during the night, and awoke refreshed this 
morning. The afternoon fever subsided 
earlier than the night before, and had quite 
disappeared by 10 p. M. His appearance and 
expressions this morning indicate a continued 
improvement. At present his pulse is 94, 
temperature 98 4. respiration 18. Signed by 
Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Reyburn and Ag- 
new.- 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, July 
31st—7 1’. M.—The President has passed an 
excellent day. From just after the morning 
dressing till about 6 P. 51., he has had his 
head and shoulders elevated by a frame be­ 
neath the mattress. lie has taken and 
relished an ample supply of nourishment, 
and continues to improve in general con­ 
dition. The appearance of the wound at the 
evening dressing was in every way satisfac­ 
tory. The afternoon rise of temperature has 
been quite insignificant. At present his 
pulséis 101, temperature 99, respiration 20. 
Signed by Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Rey­ 
burn and Agnéw. 
Locating (lie liu llri w ith Electrical Ap­ 
paratus. 
W ashington, July 31st.—Yesterday even­ 
ing, Bell’s indication balance was used to 
locate the ball. When it crossed the spot on 
the right ride of the abdomen that was dis­ 
colored for a few days after the wound was 
received, the electoral apparatus vibrated 
perceptibly. Though it did not ring out as 
loudly as it was intended in indicating the 
location of the bullet, the vibration was suffi­ 
cient to satisfy the surgeons that the ball is 
lodged just where Dr. Bliss said it was, in 
the anterior wall cf the stomach, and that is 
Í‘list beneath the discolored spot. Professor 
Jell worked last night and to-day at his 
apparatus, and now says he has so perfected 
it that it will positively locate the bullet to a 
depth of five inches below the surface. The 
surgeons have decided to make another test 
to-morrow with the improved apparatus, but 
say they will not cut the ball out until they 
may definitely locate it, unless it becomes 
troublesome, and such operation shall become 
neceegary. They do not believe the ball will 
give any trouble where it is ; still they are 
desirous of demonstrating its location. So 
far as the experiments have gone, they have 
suatained Bliss’ theory of the course and 
lodgment of the ball. 
“ Colng to Pull Through.” 
N ew Y ork, July 31st.—The Tribune's 
Washington special says: General Swaine 
said this evening that this has been the Pres­ 
ident’s best day since he was shot; that he is 
steadily gaining strength ; that he has an ap­ 
petite and relishes the food given him, and 
that “ he is going to pull through, sure.”

W ashington, July 31st.—Mrs. Garfield 
was at the Soldiers’ Home yesterday, looking 
through the President’s cottage, and it is now 
thought probable that he will be carried 
there just as soon as he is able to be moved.

Hartm ann, the N ihilist. 
N ew Y ork, July 31st.-—The Tribune says: 
Leo Hartmann, the Nihilist, says his pres­ 
ence here is a desire to gain the sympathy of 
the American people fcr these struggling for 
liberty in Russia. He say3 : “ We wish to 
show that a change of Government is neces­ 
sary. Sympathy once aroused will have an 
influence upon the conservative element in 
Russia, as well as encourage the revolution­ 
ary party. Before coming here I judged 
from the tone of the newspapers published 
in this country that the people were little 
acquainted with Nihilism, much less, in fact, 
than in England. It has been said that I in­ 
tended to form a Nihilist organization here. 
This is false. So is the report that Geneva 
has been the Nihilist center in Europe.” 
“ Have you any fear of ex’radition ?” 
“ Not the least,” replied the Nihilist, 
laughing. “ The question was never raised 
at all in England while I was there. It was 
only on my arrival here that it was raised for 
the first time. An attempt might be made 
to kidnap me.

The misery of the people is increas­ 
ing day by day, and the spirit of revolt is in­ 
creasing with the weight of their burdens. 
In Russia there is no middle class, and con­ 
sequently the oppression of the Government 
falls directly upon the working classes. It 
is a straggle between them and the Govern­ 
ment, you see. Therefore, to gain liberty, 
you mnst practically annihilate the Govern­ 
ment.”

THE NEW RAILROAD 
HA’ilA. 


THE NEW TELEGRAPHIC SCHEME. 


The new telegraphic company has fol­ 
lowed the modern custom of duly herald­ 
ing its purposes in the most glowing way. 
If the statements which it puts forth are 
to be believed it has secured a number of 
new inventions by which the transmission 
of dispatches will be enormously facili­ 
tated, and which w ill make it possible to 
reduce tho cost of service to something 
like that of the rival system. 
The ac­ 
counts of the new instrumenta are indeed 
very interesting and attractive, and if they 
are only true it must be admitted that a 
new era of telegraphing is about to dawn 
upon the country. 
But long experience of 
the manner in which speculative enter­ 
prises are placed on the market renders it 
absolutely necessary to receive every such 
announcement uot merely with caution but 
w ith skepticism. 
There have been so 
many brilliant prospectuses writtcD, and 
so few of the pledges made in them have 
been fulfilled, that it would be very im­ 
prudent to take for granted any statement 
of the kind. 
If Mr. Keene and his asso­ 
ciates arc in earnest, and if they are going 
into the telegraph business in a practical 
way, and not merely as a speculation, it 
would seem natural for them to do what 
they intended to do before publishing all 
their programme. 
They may be going to 
give the country the best telegraphic sys­ 
tem it has yet had, and the public will 
join in in hoping that this is really their 
purpose. 
But it will he the part of wis­ 
dom for everybody to suspend judgment 
on this contemplated (or announced) enter­ 
prise until it is an accomplished fact, and 
then there will be no danger of making 
m istakes in regard to the outcome. 
For 
the present the proper frame of mind in 
which to view the affair appears to be a 
vigilant skepticism. 


HARTMANN. 


The attention of railroad projectors and 
speculators is at present turned largely if 
not altogether toward the extensive series 
of new transcontinental routes which are 
being hatched out in rapid and apparently 
endless succession. 
W hoever will take the 
trouble to review these bold projects will see 
that tlwy together constitute a complete 
network of lines, capable of doing the en­ 
tire transportation business of a country 
half as large as the United States, but that 
they are projected upon Territories and 
States which possess a very small and scat­ 
tered population, and which there is no 
reason to expect w ill be much more thickly 
settled for half a century to come. 
There 
are now some fifteen new routes projected, 
all of which have their termini iu this 
State. 
They are devised on the most mag­ 
nificent scale, and every main line is pro­ 
vided in advance with its branches or 
feeders. 
The capital stock of these new 
roads is enormous, oh paper, and their 
prospectuses are as a matter of course san­ 
guine and alluring. 
It is possible that 
there may bo no difficulty in obtaining the 
capital with which to build them. 
No 
doubt there is an immense fund of idle 
money both in Kurope and this country, 
which is ready for investment in almost 
any kind of enterprise. 
In matters of 
speculation it would seem that experience 
goes for nothing. 
It is not ten year's since 
there was a great collapse of \N estern rail­ 
roads. 
They had been built far beyond 
the requirements of the time. 
Hundreds 
or thousands of miie3 of expensive lines 
had been pushed through uninhabited or 
sparsely populated regions. 
The possible 
lim it of remunerative production had been 
passed. 
It was found that the staples 
could not in many case3 be carried without 
a loss either to the shipper or the carrier. 
The business which had been relied upon 
did not exist. 
The impetus to settlement 
did not woik, or did not work fast enough 
to save the new roads. 
Their failure de­ 
stroyed their credit ; a panic followed ; and 
scores of them went into the hands of re- 
cei vers. 
The 15 ranger war which occurred about 
the same time effectually prevented the 
speedy recovery of railroad speculation, 
and for several years a conservative policy 
ruled. 
It became necessary to show that 
new Une3 were reasonably sure of a sup­ 
porting business before capital could be 
had to construct them with. 
For some 
time the greater part of the railroad ex­ 
tension was carried out by already estab­ 
lished and prosperous companies, to sup­ 
plement and enlarge their business. 
But 
as the country began to recover from the 
panic, and manufactures looked up again, 
and the labor troubles subsided, and the 
credit of American enterprises rose again 
in the money markets of Europe, the in­ 
eradicable tendency 
toward speculation 
once more appeared. 
A few men who had 
amassed immense wealth 
by 
judicious 
speculation began to turn their attention 
towards Western railroads, and the pro­ 
cess of consolidation which had been Eet up 
naturally by the constantly recurring sui­ 
cidal contests between trank lines, no 
doubt induced these men to think seriously 
of acquiring control of transcontinental 
routes. 
But as usual in such cases the 
speculative furor has already overcome the 
purely business considerations, and the 
question of 
getting new railroads built 
across the continent is put before the vital 
factor of the business on which they must 
live. 
W hen it is asked soberly where ail the 
new through lines are to obtain their busi­ 
ness, there is no answer to the question. 
As a fact the necessary traffic dues not 
exist, and equally as a fact it is mere 
midsummer madness to expect that it will 
exist for the next generation. 
There are 
on this coast less than a million and a half 
of people, and there is no reason to believe 
that the present population w ill be much 
more than doubled within the next twenty- 
years. 
But it will require a population of 
ten or fifteen millions at the least to supply 
the railroads already projected with paying 
business, and it may be eet down as abso­ 
lutely certain that no such population will 
be found here until 1950, if it is then. 
Moreover it must be realized that there are 
hundreds of miles of territory on all these 
new routes which are and must always be 
desert. 
W hich will never furnish a ton of 
freight or a single passsenger. 
Vet which 
abound with obstacles and difficulties such 
as are calculated to baffle the highest en­ 
gineering skill, and to strain the fullest 
treasury. 
Perhaps 
there 
is something 
attractive in the prospect of a dozen routes 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, but it is 
nevertheless necessary 
to inquire where 
these roads are to obtain business. 
Assuredly that business cannot be had 
to-day. 
Assuredly if the business which 
now exists were 
distributed among a 
dozen roads they would nono of them 
secure enough to pay operating expenses. 
And if their projectors expect to develop 
trade and production by pushing their 
new lines forward, the strong presump­ 
tion is that they w ill meet the samo fate 
which 
arrested 
the Western railroad 
speculation ten years ago, with this dif­ 
ference, that their disillusionizing 
will 
bo quicker than in the former case. 
If, 
however, it is intended to build these roads 
mainly for the purpose of getting hold of 
tho capital of European investors, 
the 
projectors will caro very little what be­ 
comes of them after they are built. Certain­ 
ly tho men w ho are figuring on the directo­ 
rates are for the most part speculators of 
the class which never goes beyond the 
makiDg of “ turns.” 
They are not real 
railroad men 
who 
arc running 
these 
projects. 
They are cunning manipulators. 
It is highly probable 
that they have 
sctn the 
end from the beginning, and 
that they themselves intend to lose noth­ 
ing by their nominal investments. 
But 
beyond question a m ighty crash is being 
prepared by them for tho near future, 
and when it comes nobody wiil have any 
reason for 
manifesting surprise 
at the 
occurrence, for it is perfectly clear that 
there can be no other possible climax to 
the present railroad mania. 


The N ihilist, Hartmann, is in New York, 
and is giving to the world through the 
medium of a newspaper his very frank 
narrative of the way in which he attempted 
to blow up the late Czar of Russia. 
As he 
declares his purpose to return to Russia it 
would appear that he relies much upon tho 
inability of tho Third Section to read Eng­ 
lish ; a reliance hardly to be trusted. 
It 
is interesting to observe how our press free­ 
dom in this case enables a fugitive assassin 
to exult publicly over his murderous en­ 
deavors, and how in the same way he is as­ 
sisted in concentrating all the sympa­ 
thetic rascality of the m n s culotte element 
upon himself. 
It is to bo hoped that if 
Hartmann does go hack to Russia the Third 
■Section may succeed in capturing him. 


THE IRISH LAND BILL. 


The Irish land bill has at last passed tri- 
utrfphautly through the House of Com­ 
mons and has gone to tho Lords, where it 
has already been read the first time. 
No 
measure was ever opposed in a more un­ 
scrupulous and persistent way by the repre­ 
sentatives of tho very people in whose in­ 
terest it was framed. 
It has been a char­ 
acteristic peculiarity of the Irish opposition 
in the House that it was in direct contra­ 
vention of Irish interests. 
The bill natu­ 
rally and necessarily incurred the hostility 
of the Irish landlords, but Parnell and his 
associates have been claiming to represent 
the people, and especially the tenants, and 
the latter have much to gain and «othing 
to lose by its provisions. 
It is true that 
it docs not attem pt to deal with the con­ 
dition of the agricultural laborers, who 
constitute a moat important part of the 
entire agricultural population, and who 
have been much worse used by the tenant- 


farmers 
than 
the 
latter 
ever 
were 
by 
the 
landlords. 
And 
there 
are 
many experienced observers who predict 
that when the case of the tenants has been 
adjusted, and they have been silenced by 
the new system of compromises which 
transforms a lease into something curiously 
like a deed in fee simple, the lower classes 
will force themselves to the front, and clamor 
for a better adjustment of their case ; and 
that then the whole problem will have to 
be reopened. 
For it is evident that in 
that event the newly-enfranchised tenants 
would be forced to take sides with the land­ 
lords, and that the result would be neither 
more nor less than the reorganization of 
both the landlord and tenant classes. 
The 
present 
tenants would then be classed 
with the landlords, and the present sub­ 
tenants with the presenttenants. The same 
old quarrel would present itself under this 
new alignment, and it wonhl have to be 
realized that nothing is ever settled peai 
manently which does not include all the 
factors of the case. 
The land bill w ill probably not be de­ 
layed long in the House of Lords. 
It has 
been made evident that the country is de­ 
termined on having it enacted, and the 
peers know that it ¡3 not an auspicious 
time for entering into a serious contest 
with public opinion. 
It is possible that 
some attempts will be made to emasculate 
it, but the majority of the Lords arc op­ 
posed to factious opposition, and the pre­ 
sumption is that it will become law soon. 
W hether the measure is destined to be a 
really great triumph for 
Mr. Gladstone 
experiment alone can prove. 
It is doubt­ 
less a very notable 
and 
wonderfully 
adroit piece of legislation, but it does not 
follow that it will be a permanent success. 
Mr. Gladstone has made one of the most 
prolonged and strenuous fights of his life 
for it, and has at last, though painfully, 
overcome all his adversaries. A great deal 
of acrimony has been developed in the 
course of the debates, and some of the Irish 
members have exhibited a most imprac­ 
ticable spirit. 
It might indeed he thought 
that they had apprehended its success 
rather than its failure, they made such 
desperate efforts to retard its progress, and 
had recourse to such unjustifiable methods 
of obstruction. 


RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION IN ENGLAND. 


The process of railroad consolidation in 
England is making rapid advances, and 
recently a discussion has sprang up in that 
country as to the advisability of amal 
gamating all the shorter lines and smaller 
companies. 
Of course there ¡3 the usual 
opposition to this. 
For in England as 
with us in the United States there are 
plenty of people who are incapable of be­ 
ing taught by experience, and who me­ 
chanically repeat the most obsolete notions 
whenever change of any kind is proposed 
Recently, too, there has been some agita­ 
tion over the freight question, and this has 
developed more clearly than ever the fact 
that competition in transportation is more 
often an evil than an advantage. 
For it 
is found that competition gives r¡3e to a 
great many or the inequalities in freigh 
rates which are complained of ; that cor­ 
porations naturally seek 
to 
reimburse 
losses forced upon them by sharp rivalries, 
3nd that the result is to raise the rates 
where competition does not exist. 
Amal­ 
gamation, however, has been found to cure 
these evils, and the testimony of the Par­ 
liamentary Commissions which have in 
vestigated the railroad 
question 
thor­ 
oughly is that consolidation has in every 
instance produced satisfactory results both 
to the public and the corporations. 
It is to be observed that in England tho 
apprehensions which in this country have 
been connected with great aggregations of 
capital, do not exist. 
There it is believed 
that these aggregations are no more dan 
gerous to the state than separate small 
accumulations of wealth. 
W ith us dem­ 
agogues have no doubt done much to per 
suade tho people that such consolidations 
arc menacing, but when tho matter ¡3 
inquired into dispassionately it is probable 
that the real cam e for fear of this kind 
will be found as baseless as in England. 
The last Royal Commission on the English 
railroads reported that in the largest con­ 
solidations which had then taken place 
the result had been a reduction of rates, 
an increase of facilities, and a correspond­ 
ing increase of 
dividends. 
That 
this 
ehould be so is easily understood when it 
is realized that very great economies are 
made possible by consolidation, and that 
tho removal of competition enables the 
railroads to adjust .their tariffs entirely 
upon commercial principles, and to elim­ 
inate as far a3 i ossible thoso elements of 
caprice which competition invariably in­ 
troduces. 
There are now in England more than a 
hundred 
distinct 
railroad 
companies, 
nearly a thousand directors, and over three 
hundred managers, secretaries and superin­ 
tendents, all of whom are high-priced offi­ 
cers. 
It is argued that by a more exten­ 
sive 
consolidation than 
has 
yet been 
effected it would become possible to reduce 
the expenses of superintendence and oper­ 
ation very materially ; that the lines could 
he worked on a more harmonious system ; 
that the cost of trausportation could be 
largely reduced ; and that the profits to 
the shareholders wonld still increase. 
A t 
the same time the present complaints be­ 
cause of diversity of rates would be obvi­ 
ated, and the entire railroad system would 
be made at once more popular and more 
compact. 
In fact, the results of consolida­ 
tion thus far have been so emphatically 
good that there seems no substantial argu­ 
ment for the maintenance of the old sys­ 
tem. 
It is clearly more costly, less con­ 
venient, less satisfactory as to service, and 
less profitable to the shareholders. 
As, 
moreover, th« tendency of legislation there 
as here is to impose continually new bur­ 
dens and restraints upon the railroads, it is 
urged with much force that amalgamation 
may become necessary to their preserva­ 
tion. 
Tho English system has had compara- 
lively fair and free play, and it has 
worked itself steadily towards consolida­ 
tion. 
Here a mistaken public sentiment 
for a long time resisted this tendency, the 
idea being that it was necessary for the 
safety of the public to keep up competi­ 
tion. 
The fact that competition, however 
sharp, must in every case result in the 
fastening of all the expenses of it upon 
the public, and that the sharper the compe­ 
tition the greater the extravagance, makes it 
evident that the popular notion in this re­ 
gard has never been anything but a popu­ 
lar delusion, and that competition has 
always been attended with more evil than 
good. 
This truth is being recognizel in 
England, and there can be no donbt that 
in a few years all or nearly all the rail­ 
roads of that country will be concentrated 
in a few hands. 
With us this process of 
consolidation is destined to be slower, 
principally becauso the progress of trans­ 
portation has lagged behind w ith us so far 
as legislation is concerned. 
But it is plain 
to all who watch the course of events that 
what is happening in England will happen 
in America, and that at no distant period. 


The period of demagogiem and irrational 
fears concerning the growth of railroad 
corporations has nearly reached its end, 
and the questions growing out of the sub­ 
ject are now’ being dis?ussed temperately 
and with some judgment. 
The wild fallacy 
that railroad managers were certain to 
turn highwaymen unless they were put in 
fetters has been exploded by experience, 
and the illusions about competition are 
rapidly dying out. 
Ia another ten years 
there is reason to believe that tho progress 
of consolidation will have made great ad­ 
vances, and that all the apprehensions 
which the suggestion of this tendency 
originally gave rise to will have been lived 
down. 
Consolidation is assuredly the key­ 
note to railroad progress all over the world, 
and sensible men may as well recognize 
the fact.

Items of Interest from the Me­ 
tropolis. 


ANOTHER CinCIAL DEFALCATION 


County Clerk S tu a rt Said to be V isiting 
“ the Springs.” 


It has been observed that Americans put 
up with more abuses of government than 
would be tolerated by the subjects of a des­ 
potism, and in some regards this is true. 
Take for example the conduct of the police 
of N ew York. 
For years past there have 
been periodical complaints of the ruffian­ 
ism and outrageous and wanton brutality of 
members of that force. The most astound­ 
ing acts of cruelty and tyranny have been 
fastened upon them. 
Y et the fact remains 
that they continue to club and maltreat 
people, and that though the press denounces 
and magistrates rebuke them nothing is 
doDe in the way of reform. 
The latest 
police outrage reported is one of the worst 
we have ever heard of. 
John and Ann 
McDonald, husband and wife, were charged 
with disorderly conduct by officer Ditnmr. 
It appears that the McDonalds had been 
sitting on their own porch, enjoying the 
evening breeze, and affording the same 
refreshment to a sick child, when the offi­ 
cer came along and ordered them into the 
house. 
McDonald very naturally replied 
that he was on his own premises, doing no 
wrong, aud that he had a perfect right to 
stay there as long as he pleased. 
Upon 
this the uniformed ruffian -seized 
and 
clubbed him over.[the [head ferociously, 
aud dragged him off to the station. 
The 
wife followed, exclaiming and protesting 
against 
the 
outrage, 
and 
she 
too 
was arrested and looked lip. 
McDon­ 
ald’s 
head 
was 
shockingly 
cut 
and 
bruised, and his clothing was soaked with 
his blood. 
W hen the case was called, and 
the facts came out, the Judge observed : 
“ I consider that these people have been 
“ treated in a mo3t outrageous manner. 
“ We have a society for the prevention of 
“ crselty to animals, but I think wo 
“ should have, a society for the prevention 
“ of cruelty to human beings by brutal 
“ police officers who do not know where 
“ their duty begins and ends.” 
The same 
officer had on the same night arrested five 
other people without cause, aud all of 
them were 
instantly discharged. 
But 
though tho Now York press is very angry 
about these cases, and though, as we have 
seen, the magistrate rebuked the brutal 
officer sharply, we do not see any indica­ 
tions of a prosecution being commenced 
against him, nor do we find any sign3 of a 
movement on the part of h¡3 superiors to 
punish or cashier him. 
This is the result 
of the spoils system. 
This brutal villain 
no doubt owes his appointment on the force 
to politics, and politics will keep him there 
no 
matter 
what 
outrages 
he 
com­ 
mits. 
It 
is 
evident 
that 
a 
people 
who submit quietly to such 
treatment 
may become in all essentials 
as 
much 
enslaved 
as 
the 
Russian?, 
and 
that 
their boasts of their freedom are ridiculous 
nonsonse. 
It, is, however, only through 
tho spoils system that such abuses are 
possible, and if the people overthrow that 
they will secure proper government for 
themselves.

Spain ” was never written. 
Throughout 
the reader is kept in a state of perplexity 
and amazement by the extraordinary fact 
that this Gypsy-loving traveller should 
have thought himself specially fitted for 
the work of a colporteur and evangelical 
agent in Spain. 
It is really a book about 
the Spanish Gypsies, with a side-play of 
biblical adventures, but it is delightful 
reading. 
As for “ Lavengro,” it 
is a 
quaint and perhaps a little crazy expres­ 
sion of the author’s gypsy-tendencies, but 
still very well worth reading. 
Borrow 
was a man of considerable genius and force 
of character, and as an authority on the 
Gypsies all over the world, quite without a 
rival.

ARRIVAL OF SHIPS. 
Seven deep-water ships arrived from 
foreign ports to-day, making twenty large 
vessels that have come into port since Fri­ 
day. Theses arrival aggregate over 40,000 
tons, all suitable for wheat. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
The steamer Alice Uairatt, and not the 
Mary Garratt, broke her shaft in the ¡ñau 
Joaquia river a few nights ago. The Mary 
Garrett returned her passengers to Stocktou. 
The Mechanics’ Fair will open cn Tuesday. 
Several changes have been made in the ar­ 
rangement of the building which will be a 
great convenience both to exhibitors and 
patrons. 
The Mechanics’ League have resolved to 
nominate a municipal ticket, comprising a 
Mayor, Board of Supervisors and Board of 
School Directors, and will meet next Satur­ 
day night for that purpose. 
The Greenback County Executive Com­ 
mittee met in Charter, Oak Hall, W. W. 
Copeland, presiding. It was decided to call 
the County Nominating Convention together 
cn Tuesday, August 1ÍJ, in Charter Oak Hall. 
Proi>erty-owuers have petitioned the Board 
of Supervisors to have Sutter street, betweeu 
Larkin and I^avenworth, recover! d with 
asphaltum, aud to have Post street, between 
Leavenworth and Jones, repaved and re­ 
paired. 
Officers raided a Chinese tan game in a 
rocm in the old Chinese theater building, 
and captured sixteen Chinamen who were 
playing the national game. 
They were 
marched to the Oeutral Police Station, where 
they were charged with having become visi­ 
ters to a place resorted to for gambling. 
The French Republican electors of South 
San Francisco have organized a branch of 
the French club bv the election of the follow­ 
ing officers : K. Trottemant, President; V. 
Lhomme, Vice-President ; E. Masson, Sec­ 
retary. After a brief address by 51. L. 
Evain, resolutions indorsing the Republican 
ticket were unanimously adopted. 
Frederick Jordan, mate of the ship Davy 
Crockett, who accused Daniel Cummings, a 
seaman of the vessel, of an assault, was yes­ 
terday arrested on the complaint of the lat­ 
ter on two charges; one of beating and 
wounding on the high seas, the other of com­ 
mitting an assault with a dangerous weapon. 
He was released on 81,000 bail on each charge. 
The license collections during July amount­ 
ed to $44,008, which has been paif iuto the 
Treasury, distributed as follows: General

Slingshot Cbiminality.—The reports of 
damages from the use of slingshots by boys 
are almost daily received, and do not appear 
to diminish but to increase. The killing of 
canaries while in porches and windows within 
their cage-, and destruction of poultry, are 
constantly complained of. Mention was made 
a few days since about their use on the block 
between I and -I, Eleventh and Twelfth 
streets, by which a horse wa3 struck by a 
bullet from one of these weapons, causing a 
runaway and damages to the amount of §100 
or more. Also, on the same day, and near 
the same place, a ball was sent crashing 
through a large plate-glass, and partially 
buried itself in a walnut counter, inside the 
building, after passing through the heavy 
glass. It but barely missed the head of a 
gentleman who was upon the walk at the 
time, ps.siog sc near that he felt the air from 
the ball upon bis forehead. It would in all 
probability have caused death if it had struck 
him. Another bail from the same block 
struck the walk on .T street at the feet of a 
woman who was passing, and glanced off 
with great velocity. L ist Friday some tame 
pigeons were killed ou I street by the .'ame 
means, and against this same block, which is 
becoming r.otori us for these damages. The 
owner of the pigeors shows a lead ball or 
buckshot which ho took out of one of the 
dead birds, which he states produced all the 
appearance and effect of having been shot by 
a gun. Toree large glass in the windows of 
the east Superior Uourt-room at the Court­ 
house were broken Friday night by the same 
class of shooting. A well-defineecl feeling of 
alarm is becoming quite generally expre.-sei 
in regard to the use of these silent instru­ 
ments of destruction.

PUBLIC SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 
During his term of office Superintendent 
Charles E. Bishop, of the county public 
schools, has been making great efforts to im­ 
prove the school libraries throughout the 
county, and states that in some districts no 
library is to be found, and the money set 
apart by law for this object has been misap­ 
plied and expended for other purposes w ith­ 
out authority of law, and frequently for 
useless objects. He has just issued the fol­ 
lowing to the Trustees of the public schools 
of the county: 
Gentlemen: Whilst I recognize the fact 
that you are the guardians of the school 
funds in your respective districts, also that in 
the expenditure of the same you are actu­ 
ated by the best of motives, still I feel it a 
duty incumbent on me, as Superintendent, 
to warn you against an abuse that has crept 
into our school system, and 1 trust that I 
shall not be considered as having overstepped 
the bounds ef my duty in so doing. 
The school law provides that ten per cent, 
of the State funds shall be taken for library 
purposes and school apparatus. The plain 
intent of this is that children should be fur­ 
nished with reading matter suitable to their 
capacity and necessary apparatus. This fund 
has in mauy districts been carelessly ex­ 
pended, and I might add, in some inst tnces, 
actually wasted. Every district is entitled to 
from 830 to §50 per year. This, rightfully 
expended, would purchase from twenty to 
thirty volumes of good bo< ks, which any 
child or adult iu the district could read with 
pleasure and profit. There is nothing, in my 
judgment, better tended to educate, to im­ 
prove, to adorn society, than to cultivate a 
taste for reading, and to that end I hare 
sought, to the extent of my ability, to build 
up the District School libraries. 
There are firms who keep au exact account 
of this fund with each district, that it may be 
pirated upon by smooth, oily-tongued agents, 
with first one thing and then another. 
First 
came Bancroft’s “ Xative Races.” 
Some 
forty districts in this county have purchased 
that work, and so far as a I have been able 
to find out, no one ever read it except the 
proof-reader (and he died). About‘.he same 
number of districts have expended S30 each 
for metallic maps, lumbering up the school­ 
room, and to my view, of very little practical 
utility. Then the historical chart comes in 
for a place, well enough for the lecture-room, 
but I have yet to find the district where there 
has been u.,e made of it. Xow the tellurion 
is having its turn. The agent has my indorse 
ment that it is a desirable article of school 
apparatus, that wa3 intended for only those 
districts that, were well supplied with ail 
needful school apparatus and had already a 
good library accumulated. I deem it unwise 
for any district to purclia-e this instrument, 
that has not good blackboards, maps, globes 
and a book-case well tilled with books. 
You will, doubtless, soon be called upon 
by agents with a philosephical apparatus, 
and sundry other articles, good for the seller 
but hard on the library [and. 
1 pon you rests r.¡¡¿ responsibility whether 
you Lot only 'nave a good library and a good 
scLoói—whether ia your neighborhood there 
will grow up an uneducated class, fitting for 
3 life of crime—or whether they shall be fitted 
to become good men and women, a credit to 
themselves and an honor to society. Such 
considerations demand the hearty co opera­ 
tion of all well disposed. 
Hoping that this may tend to prevent the 
abuse which it directs your attention, and 
therefore promote the best interests of so­ 
ciety, I remain, respectfully, 
Chas.

Camp B row n, July 31st. 
Your “ war correspondent” is in camp. 
His camp-life began in the darkness of night, 
beneath the grizzled conifera bearers of the 
Sierra hills. It was a rough experience, and 
the first wounds were received ia a general 
struggle and scramble amidst a small 
mountain of baggage dumped out of a narrow- 
auge baggage car at Ismert’s Grove, midway 
between Grass Valley and Nevada City, 
6horlly after 9 o’clock last night. The rustle 
for quarters was .very lively, but the soft 
side of mother earth was finally found by all, 
and the best springs afforded by wheat straw 
and gray blanket* were pressed by a very 
weary lot of bodies. This letter is written in 
the gray of eaily dawn, and opportunity has 
not offered to examine the cauip sufficiently, 
and to speak of it advisedly. Apparently it 
is pleasantly located, but heat and plenty of 
dust are anticipated. Companies A, F, G 
snd the Gevornor’s Guard, with the Artillery 
band, left Sacramento at 2:30 P. M. Saturday 
per rail, and reached camp without incidents 
particularly noteworthy. The band played 
for the delectation of the people of Rocklin 
and Auburn, and was deservedly applauded. 
The conduct of the tnen on the road 
was generally good. There was, however, 
too free a circulation of bottled hell fire, and» 
the effects were made manifest in a skirmish 
between an officer aud private, the latter re­ 
sisting arrest by the former. A young 
gentleman who came up as passenger on the 
train was quite conspicuous by his loving 
mbraces of his lady companion, and the 
joint conduct of the two was the subject of 
anything but complimentary remark. 
Company B (battery), which left Sacra­ 
mento Friday morning, had a rough ex­ 
perience. Captain Houghton lost hia way, 
and wandered off upon the Marysville road, 
adding twenty miles to his weary travel. 
However, he made a forced march, 
reached Auburn between 10 and 11 
at night, aud got his company 
in 
motion at 8 
5f. yestorday, reaching 
camp on schedule time early last evening. 
But the men of that company had a lively 
shakicg-up, and if their livers were at all 
torpid before, they were made thoroughly 
active by the ride upon the limber-boxes and 
caisons, as they were jerked over the rough 
roads of these mountains. Captain Hough­ 
ton aud bis men have made up their minds 
to take kindly any account of joking and 
no-poking about that Marysville road. 
The artillery camp is located on the 
extreme left of the 
infantry camp, 
and is to all intents and purposes a separate 
camp, but by day the intermediate guard 
lines will be ignored. To-day it is expected 
that a very large incursion of visitors from 
these mountain regions will be witnessed. 
The visitors will he cchdially received and 
well entertained. The R ecord U nion head­ 
quarters have been established, and the 
courtesies extended your correspondent by 
CVlonel Haymon and his staff, and the 
Captains of the several companies, are ac­ 
knowledged. Taps sounded last night at 
11:30, and reveille this morning at 5:30, after 
which all efforts to sleep were unavailing. 
It’s ail very well to get up early, but to the 
newspaper man accustomed to a morning 
nap this rattling and banging ef drums at so 
early an hour is too utterly utter to be 
uttered. 
[SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
CAMP B koyvn (via Glass Valley), Ju’y 
31st.—Saturday night in camp the discipline 
was relaxed greatly. Only rigid guard lines 
were maintained, but inside it was rather 
noisy, and few slept any a great length of 
time. With the dawn, however, the rigid en­ 
forcement of the rules began, and thus far 
they have been well enforced. The mea w ent 
to breakfast, and found the food good and 
plain, but well cooked and substantial. The 
troops are fed by Eddy k Euati », three meals 
a day at 75 cents per head ; but these con­ 
tractors charge guests 50 cents per meal, 
though eating at the same table with the men 
and at the same time, whereat many are 
justly ind:gaant. 
the CAMP 
Proves to be admirably located. While the 
roads to it are very dusty, the camp it-elf is 
scarcely to be equaled. It is on hat J, high 
dry ground, in the middle of a fine grove of 
mixed oak and pine. All around the camp is 
a great growth of young pine, which the tneu 
cut for local shade. The camp is well wa­ 
tered, the streets covered with sawdust ar.d 
sprinkled. The drill-grcur.d at Glenbrook, 
a quarter of a mile distant, proves agood onc, 
bnf dusty to get to. The camp covers four 
acres of ground, in the shape of a per­ 
fect 
square. 
The 
artillery camp is 
on the west, 
the company quarters 
on the north and east, and the officers’ quar­ 
ters and headquarters along the west tide. 
The headquarters are in the extreme south­ 
west corner. The parade ground is not so 
large as derivable, but very fair. Ail the 
reads to the camp are lined with all manner 
of refreshment booth». 
These mountain 
piopli are keen ones, and left uo stone un­ 
turned to make money in this line. Even 
the gamblers have set up a camp just outside 
the line, aud are running all soils of game . 
It is expected that ordcr3 wdll be given the 
men not to go there at auy time. Trains 
run to and from the camp and Nevada City 
and Grass Valley very frequently, and bring 
hundreds of visitors. Evidently the whole 
couutry round here is turning out. It now 
looks as if this would be one of the most 
notable occasions in the history of Northern 
California. 
BonfireB, salutes, cheers and 
vast crowds greeted the troops all along the 
line of the narrow-gauge last night. 
the press headquarters. 
Not one of the least conspicuous things in 
the camp is the press headquarters, main­ 
tained by your reporter in a fine tent ar,d 
evergreen arbor on Press avenue, just to right 
of the headquarters. Over 300 peolpe visited 
the spot to-day, and were received by your 
reporter and other gentlemen of the press. 
MUST KEEP WITHIN THE LINES. 
This morning at battalion drill orders were 
rend that no man leave camp except ou a 
written pass. A provost guard was drawn 
and itficered, and is to patrol the country for 
four miles, and all the adjoining towns. This 
afternoon the guard brought in twenty-two 
prisoners in one lot. This provost business is 
being very thoroughly enforced. 
RELIGIOUS exercises. 
At 5 o'clock to-day Captaiu and Chaplain 
Rev. Robert Bentley held services on the 
parade-ground, which were largely attended. 
He preached a practical, patriotic sermon, 
with “ The American Soldier” as his sub­ 
ject. His text was from 16th Corinthians, 
13th veres. 
THE PROGRAMME OF THE CAMP 
Is now announced as follows : Batalion drill 
at 8:30 to 10:30 A. M. On and after Tuesday, 
each day, the Gattling battery will practice 
with two guns at 1,000 yards range. Each 
day guard mount at 5 P. M.. ar.d dress parade 
at 5:30 P. M. Monday, at 3 p. m., the regi­ 
ment will visit Grass Valley. Tuesday, 
Company G shoots at 200 yards for the Pe­ 
terson trophy. 
Wednesday, reception of 
the brigade staff, and possibly of Governor 
Perkins, Major-General Barnes and General 
McDowell. 
Thursday, review at Nevada 
City by Governor Perkins. On Wednesday 
the battery will drill for the Houghton 
roplry. 
Friday, regimental shoot at 200 


yards, five men from each company. Friday, 
routine and exhibition by battery. Satur­ 
day, sham-battle. Each evening a concert 
will be given by the regimental band. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The troops in camp now number 379. 
Captain Houghton denies emphatically 
that his battery got lost in comiDg here. He 
says he went where he did of his own plea­ 
sure. 
This promises to be the finest encampment 
ever held in the State. Certainly it is a fine 
camp-ground, and aii the officers and icen 
praise it. The tents of the soldiers in many 
cases are beautifully decorated, especially to 
in Company G, Fourth avenue. The City 
Guard’s avenue is decorated the most pro­ 
fusely of all. 
Groups constantly assemble and diícuss- 
political and Administration questions—all 
pleasantly. The soldiers refrain from these 
debates. 
Private C’oulaD, of Company A, went on 
the sick list to-day. Meyer, of Company A, 
fainted twice to-day, and is on the sick list. 
Captaiu Sheehan is to-night Officer of the 
Day, with Lieutenants Neary and Dalton 
and Sergeant liivett—-all of Company G— 
Officers of the Guard. 
A little before 10 o’clock to-night several 
guns were fired. Instantly others responded, 
cries for the Corporal of Guard were heard, 
the long roll was beaten, men sprang to their 
arms half dressed, and inside of three min­ 
utes the whole regiment was iu front of ths 
headquarters reporting to the Colonel, who 
was unaware of the fact that an alarm was 
to be given. Captain Sheehan and half a 
dozen guards were alone in the secret. 
The camp guard now consists of forty- 
eight men, and the posts are fifteen in 
number.

T ti Cause of Crime—Reformatoiy Instl 
tutions—English Prisons Described— 
The Silent and Probationary Sys­ 
tem s—The Origin of the Hood­

On the 2ti,h of July detective officer I. W. 
Lee-, of San Francisco, was examined as a 
witness by the State Prison Investigating 
Commission. 
His testimony is given here­ 
with. 
Questions are preserved only where 
necessary to make clear the answer: 
I have been a detective officer 28 years 
next October. Sly observations as a detective 
officer are confined principally to California. 
I have made Beveral trips out of the State 
after criminals, and had opportunities to 
some extent to examine into the prison sys­ 
tem of other countries. 
I have had observa­ 
tion of the prison system here (of this prison), 
and am familiar with the method of prison 
discipline hero generally, and as a penal 
system I know something about it. 
Am fa­ 
miliar with it to some extent. 
My conclu­ 
sions, formed from my observations with 
reference to the reformatory character of the 
penal institutions of California, have not 
been favorable. 
The first duty of the btate. 
In ray judgment, is to make your prison such 


as would be 
r e f o r m a t o r y ; 
That is, to reform the prisoners. 
And under 
the congregate system as it has been adopted 
in the State from its beginning, I can not see 
how they can arrive at that. 
The mingling 
of first termers with second, third, fourth and 
fifth termers, in my judgment, means a school 
of crime. 
But under the present system uf 
law I don’t see well how that is to be reme­ 
died. 
It would be no fault of the Wardens 
and management uuder the present laws. 
The State management ought to first sen­ 
tence all it3 prisoners to one single penal in­ 
stitution. 
These prisoners should be graded; 
they 
should 
be sentenced 
or 
confined 
there lor a certain period of time, until the 
Warden is enabled to determine the charac 
ter of the man, his fitness for certain classes 
of labor, and, in fact, what would be best for 
the prisoner. 
Then drafts should be made 
from this prison to other prisons. 
All the 
incorrigible?, second terms and long terms 
should 
be 
confined 
in 
one 
single 
penal 
institution; 
and the young and 
inexperienced in crime should never be per­ 
mitted to come in contact with them at a ll; 
notin the slightest. 
But, as I saidbtfvre, 
under this present system of management it 
is no fault of the management of the officers, 
because they cannot classify the prisoners and 
have not the facilities. 


SECOND TERMERS. 
Q.—Is there such a thing to aDy great ex­ 
tent—are there any considerable number of 


m e n whom you term professional criminals? 
A .—A great many of them. 
Men are 
termed professionals 
who are 
“ second- 
termers. ” 
Q.—Now, when you have observation of a 
prisoner who has served a term of incarcera­ 
tion here, what characteristics does he pre­ 
sent as a criminal ? 
A .—Well, if he has only served one term 
he is not regarded as being a professional. 
There are a great many reasons that would 
enter into the question of a man going into 
prison for once ; a great many reasons why a 
man might not really in any way he vicious 
or bad. 
There are first-termers, however, 
who would be perfectly classed as of the 
criminal classes. 
Some of the cunning and 
smart thieves, for instance, elude detection 
for a 
long time. 
The 
object cf 
com­ 
mitting them to 
one 
penal institution, 
to enable the Warden to determine the 
character of the man. 
He determines he 
will learn something about him if he is 
vicious and bad, even if he is a first-termer. 
If he has been a thief for years and escaped 
detection, he is no less a vicious and bad man. 
The Warden during this probation detérmiues 
his character, aud if bad then he should be 
drafted off to the prison where none but ia- 
corrigibies are kept. 
I should commit every 
prisoner to this prison. 
If you permit the 
Judges all over the State to 
determine 
where a man is to be confined, you never 
can have the separate system ; you never 
can classify convicts. 
Let a Judge sen­ 
tence a man to Folsom, and he has to remain 
in Folsom. 
I f the prison authorities deter­ 
mine to make that a penal prison for the 
vicious and the bad, and the Judge has sen­ 
tenced a man who is not vicious and bad to 
Folsom, why, how aro you going to separate 
them? The English system is nine months of 
probation. 
The Warden determines within 
tin t time the character of the prisoner, and 
then he makes a draft, and they are sent off. 


THE ENGLISH SYSTEM. 
Concerning the English system, I will 
describe it, as requested: The first nine 
months of prison confinement in England, in 
all penal institutions, men are sent to Mill­ 
bank or to I’entonville. 
Ono is situated on 
the banks of the Tiiame», close to West­ 
minster, and the other is on what is called 
the Portland Road, on the outskirts of Bon 
don. 
All piL iners, when sentenced, are 
sect either to Millbank or l ’entonville, and 
there they remain not less than nine months. 
The rules governing those prisoners are. as 
near as I 
can remember 
them, as fol­ 
lows : 
After 
a prisoner has been con­ 
victo 1 
there and sentenced, 
he is 
sent 
to Millbank. aud at the expiration of four­ 
teen days after he is received there, l e 
is permitted to write to his friends, under 
the rules and regulations as laid down by the 
tí overnor of the prison. 
He is entitled to 
receive an answer to that communication, 
but the answer must contain no worldly mat­ 
ters at a ll; simply relate to family or busi­ 
ness matters. The same with his letter going 
out. 
It must not relate at all in the slightest 
manner to pris m officers or prisoners. 
All 
pri-otiers hose their identity as soon as they 
go in one of those prisons. 
There is no such 
thing as “ John Brown” or “ John Smith 
every prisoner there is known by his num­ 
ber. 
Names are never heard of. 
A man is 
known by his number all the way through. 
A t the 
expiration of six months more he 
is permitted to w-rite and receive an answer. 
Again, at the expiration of six months more, 
making twice in the first year. 
In 
the 
second year of the service, he is permitted to 
write and receive answers 
once in four 
months, and the third year once in three 
months, and then stops at that point. 
If he 
is in ten years, or any other number of years, 
be is only allowed to write once in three 
months. 
All that is governed by whether he 
loses any of his marks. 


ALL PRISONERS GET EIGHT MARKS 
A day there. 
These eight marks a day there 
are computed all along. 
When they run up 
to 2,000 and odd they compute up. 
If he 
has lost any of these marks some of those 
privileges 
are stopped; 
and they 
have 
the saíne system here. 
The Goodwin Act is 
taken substantially from the English system; 
and in a sentence of five years it would be les­ 
sened a year and some months. If he don't 
lose any of his marks—good conduct. 
That 
good conduct system is not only in behaving 
himself, but in the performance of his work. 
Q —Captain, I want to call your attention 
te the difference between what you are de­ 
scribing aad the Goodwin Act. 
In the sys­ 
tem you describe ha has to earn his commu­ 
tation by reason of a good daily record ? 
A .—For eight marks. 
Q —Now, he gets the commutation only, if 
by his prison deportment he deserves it, does 
he not ? 
A .—That is all. 
Q —Under the Goodwin A ct of California 
he gets it anyhow. 
It is computed from the 
very beginning of hi? sentence to the very 
day of his discharge. The credits are estimated 
from the commencement of a sentence, and 
the whole amount of credits are presumed to 
belong to him from the very first. 
Witness—A prisoner gets eight marks a 
day. 
II he misbehaves he loses so many of 
his eight marks, and he could not lose any 
more marks for any other days. 
He would 
lose so many on that day, and if he did any­ 


thing wrong on the next day he would lose so 
many, and at the end of the year they are 
computed, aud at the end of the term they 
are computed, ar.d his term is lengthened, tx 
shortened. 
The idea is that he only gets 
eight marks if he earns them, aud bo Cia get 
no more than eight marks a day, 


THE GOODWIN ACT. 
l¿._From the beginning the Goodwin Act 
provides that the prisoners shall have so 
many credits, and he is credited with those 
when he comes in here. 
A .—I think the English system is pretty 
much the same as the Goodwin Act. 
A 
prisoner under the English system gets eight 
marks if he behaves himself. 
. 
. 
Mr. Watt—But only if he wins it by in­ 
dustry ? 
, 
, 
, 
. 
A .—If he does; that is, what lie loses is 
mostly for lack of industry. 
These marks 
are intended to be tests of the prisoner s in­ 
tention to reform, and c o m e under the dis­ 
cipline of the prison, and subject himself to 
that discipline. 
Well, where I left off, was about 
• 


THE CORRESPONDENCE. 
A t threo years it gets down to three 
months. 
Can correspond once in three 
months under the rules of the prison ; but if 
he was there twenty years he wouldn’t get 
any more letters, but could only correspond 
once in three months. 
Now tho rules of 
that prison, so far as the probationary prison 
is concerned, are that all work in the cells. 
In the morning at fi o'clock the bell strikes, 
and everybody has to get up. 
rlh e first duty 
he has to perform is to fotd up his bedding ; 
that is, roll it up. 
It consists of three blan­ 
kets, two sheets and a straw mattrass. . It is 
just laid upon a platform about ten inches 
high, 
and 
as 
it 
recedes back 
there 
is a bench, which raises itself up about eight 
inches more, so that it forms a pillow, and he 
puts his clothes on that, and that makes his 
pillow. 
He has no pillow. 
These clothes are 
rolled up and stowed away and put in the place 
that is made for them out of the way above. 
He then bathes himself with a bucket of 
water there—a wooden bucket, with wooden 
fiat hoops ; no iron about them, because iron 
might be used for other purposes : wooden 
hoops and wooden vessels that contain water. 
After he 
gets through with his bath 
he washes 
out his ceil with 
what re­ 
mains 
at 
that 
period. 
When 
ha gets 
through the washing they allow a certain 
length of time ; the doors are thrown open, 
and 
the 
prisoners 
march 
out in 
the 
corridor with 
their buckets 
aud other 
utensils, and go out singly and empty them. 
They come back then and commence the clean­ 
ing of their cells, putting things in order; they 
have stationary closets in the cells. 
A t 7 
o’clock the bell strikes again, aud breakfast 
is brought to him. 
He eats breakfast; fif­ 
teen minutes is allowed for that, and then hid 
work is brought into him, and he sits there 
till iunch time, solitary ; he works in his cell; 
partially solitary. 
They are allowed out so 
many hours in 
a week to exercise in 
the 
yard 
in 
files; 
not 
separate—not 
lounging 
about 
a3 
they 
please, 
but 
continuous walking in files, with no opportu­ 
nities for conversing ; and once a week they 
are allowed to take a bath all over. 
The 
bath is in the yard. 
That is confined to cer­ 
tain prisoners," and they take their bath in 
their turn. 
While others are walking, some 
are bathing, and these are brought out and 
take their [dace in line again, and othtrs step 
up and take baths. 


DURING 
THIS NINE MONTHS OF 
CONFINE­ 
MENT 
In the cell the Wardens make their reports 
of the character of the man and his industry, 
and the doctor once a month examines him 
physically ; strips him stark naked and loqks 
after his physical condition, and by that is 
determined the fitness of the man. 
These 
reports go into the hands of the Governor at 
the end of nine months from the report of 
the Wardens as to the character and conduct 
and physical condition of the man, and he is 
drafted from there over to Dartmore, Port­ 
land 
Pocks or Portsmouth 
Docks, 
on 
the 
hulks, 
and 
different 
other 
penal 
institutions. 
If a man is sickly and weak 
and well behaved, and the prison is not over­ 
crowded, he may remain there awhile. 
That 
is entirely optional with the Governor, and 
is regulated by the quantity of prisoners that 
he has and the character of the man. 
But in 
some of the prisons there is clothing made aud 
shoes made, and all that sort of light work. 
Those whose physical conditions are such 
that they cannot stand labor at the dock, 
are sent to these prisons. 
Where a man is 
a great, strong, healthy man, he is eent to 
the dock, where heavier work is done—and 
they are ail graded according to the charac­ 
ter of the men, and the number of times they 
have been there. 
First-timers are never 
sent where second-timers are sent, unless 
there 
is 
some 
special 
reason 
for 
it. 
But the Governor of the prison determines 
that question. 
In other words, there are 
nine months probation for thr-m to ascertain 
the character of the men. 
That is the En­ 
glish system, and that is the system that will 
have to be adopted in this State, or there 
never can be any classification of prisoners. 
Mr. Gibbs— How are they instructed? 
These prisoners go to their cells and work, 
some at one thing and some at another ; are 
they given something that they have been 
taught before ? 
A .—No, sir. 
The Warder has to instruct 
them -:he Warder of the ward. 
Each tier of 
cells has a Warder, aud it a man is set at 
tailoring it is the duty of this_ Warder to in­ 
struct him. 
The clothing is ail cut out, 
worked by cutter-, and they follow one line 
cf business in each ward. 
The cells are 
about 12 by 10, 1 should judge. 
The light 
is admitted through an embrasure about two 
feet long and ale ut three iuches wide, about 
the same as rilla ports in a fortress, and 
through ths wall ; there is no hole through 
the door at all. 
The slots are long and verti­ 
cal. 
These are about three inches on the 
outer side, so that when the Warder comes 
along he can see the prisoner at work or in his 
bed. 
They have a gas jet in the celis, and 
the gas jets are turned out at i>. 
The gas is 
turned on by the Warder, aud a man comes 
along with a little lamp, and he hands it in 
and he lights the gas—a very small jet. 
The 
prisoner is allowed in his cell a Bible, hymn 
b >ok and psalm book. 


NO DAILY PAPERS 
Arc allowed him. 
He is allowed to draw j 
from the prison library such books as the 
library contains, but only to read, of course, 
in his own tim e; no such thing as reading in 
working hours. 
The attempt is, of c >urse, to 
shut the prisoner out from the world en­ 
tirely—to isolate him ; make him feel that it 
is a pri -on, and feel that he is isolated from 
the world. 
I did not learn how many, or what pro­ 
portion of the convicts were reformed by 
this system, but 1 have records, 1 think. 
Some of the re; rts are over at the office that 
would 
show 
who they claim wero re­ 
formed. 
The Pentonville prison is, as I 
stated, precistly the same as the Millbank. 
You know both are probationary prisons. 


DETERRING MEN FROM CRIME. 
My judgment, from my observations, as to 
the effect that penal institutions have great 
influence 
in 
the direction of 
deterring 
men from crime, and as to what class 
of men are deterred from crime by the 
existence of this prison, depends altogether 
npon the prison 
discipline. 
The prison 
that I know is tho most dr9aded, as stated 
to me by convicts that have served terms 
therp, 
is 
the 
Charh stnwn 
Penitentiary, 
in Massachusetts where they have the silent 
system,and of which the men who have Berved 
in that prison have the' most holy dread of 
goiog back there again; not because of the 
moral reformation, but for the very dread of 
going to that prison—using their own expres­ 
sion, that they would rather die than go back; 
not because they have been abused in any 
way or inhumanly treated, but because oi 
that isolation. Theiethey work in lonely cells, 
where they are separated one from another, 
and when the Warder comes along they are 
never permitted to look up. 
There is no 
such thing as ever looking another man in 
the face. 
The Warder gives him his instruc­ 
tion about his work. 
He never asks a ques­ 
tion uor never looks up : never raises his eyes 
from his work from within his cell; and that 
is the system the convicts most dread; 
that has been my experience with them, 
and this is the information I get from those 
who served there. 
The criminal classes in­ 
form themselves as to the character of the 
punishment that would be inflicted ujxm them. 
I know of instances where convicts from 
other States have looked into the matter as 
to what kind of prisons we have in Califor­ 
nia. 
Tbe convicts know that the location of 
our prison here is a good one, and that the 
system of prisoners congregating together, of 
course, is always pleasanter to themselves. 
Prison life does not have the terrors for them 
that it has in the older prisons in the East 
and in Eurojie, where they have adopted the 
partially solitary system, or silent system, or 
entirely silent system. 
I never knew insan­ 
ity to result from the silent system. 
I think 
there are more insane who go from the prison 
in this State than any other prison in the 
world. 
I hardly know what to attribute it to. 
I presume it must be. 
I think it is true that 
there are more crazy people in this State, ac­ 
cording to its population, than in any other. 
The silent system is most dreaded by profes­ 
sional thieves. 
1 think that that system for 
professionals would be of great advantage for 
Californio. 
I think that they ought to be 
graded ; I think that the professional thieves 
ought to be punished as much as possible. 
I 
think that the prison ought to be such that 
they will have a holy horror and dread of re- 


tc.m ing to it, which they have not under the 
present system. 


FOOD IN OTHER PRISONS. 
Q ._D o you not think th at there is too 
much leniency shown prisoners in this S ta te ; 
for instance, in the food—a better qualtity 
of food than is necessary I 
A .—No, I think not. 
I think the food in 
English prisons is fully up to the standard. 
They get meat three times a week there, and 
they get a pound of euet pudding, or “ duff,” 
a3 we call it, once a week, and one day in the 
week they get park; on Sundays they get 
broad and cheese, and the food is all first- 
class. 
For supper they get a pint of gruel 
or oatmeal porridge, as it is called, taken 
with 
molasses. 
In 
these 
prisons there 
is one thing I forgot. 
There are grades in 
these prisons, and the grades are three in 
character, and each grade is designated by their 
clothing. 
You can easily tell all the differ­ 
ent grades. 
The higher grade can choose a 
pint of tea instead cf a pint of oatmeal, 
which is the hight of the prisoner’s am­ 
bition. 
When he gets 
into 
the upper 
class he can choose between the tea and 
porridge. 
These are the probationary pris­ 
ons ; there áre three grades of them. 
They 
wear—not like our prisoners here—the kuick- 
erbocker, or knee breeches, and the Oxford 
tie ehoes, long stockings and short jackets, 
of course all covered over with the Queen’s 
mark, which is a sort of arrow-head, and can 
be made of the same material. 
It is all of a 
sort of brownish woolen goods. 
The pris­ 
oners look very neat. 
Q —Now, suppose a man in Pentonville or 
Millbank prison should manifest no disposi­ 
tion whatever to reform, no disposition to do 
better; or become a good prisoner ; suppose 
he should not be reformed, would they 
still continue him in this probationary Btate ? 
A .—Ob, no : they have punishment there; 
they have dark cells there. 
They punish 
them by imprisoning them in the dark cells 
by solitary confinement even in Millbank for 
any violation of the rules. If the convict doesn’t 
work, for instance, if he is lazy, and refuses 
to work, they punish him by putting him iuto 
this dark, solitary cell on bread and water. 
Q.—Have they a penal institution where 
they sentence those who are very refractory ; 
who have refused entirely to be reformed ? 
A .—N o ; everybody is sentenced to Mill­ 
bank. 
Q.— How long do they keep them there? 
We had a case before us yesterday of a 
prisoner who had admitted that be knew 
that at any time he could release himself 
from the cell, and yet he remained in the cell 
sixteen months. 
A .—They would have kept that man in 
solitary confinement tbe rest of his term, in 
any well regulated prison. 
Q —He had threatened to kill the captain 
of the yard. 
A .—It would make no difference ; as long 
as he violated one of the ruleR of the prison 
they would confine him to the dungeon ; unless 
he promised to behave himself, they would 
k e e p him there till he did promise to behave 
himself, because he can’t be master of tho 
prison. 
You can't allow a convict to turn 
master. 
_ 
_ 
Q.—This man was 
punished, but still 
accomplishes his purpose in the end. 
He 
wanted to be transferred to another shop, 
and he was transferred. 
A .—Ho couldn't have dome it in any well 
regulated prison. 
Q.—Did you ever in your observations 
know of an instance where a prisoner who 
was not really of the professional class 
of convicts become such by a Ierin of im­ 
prisonment in the prisons of California ? Do 
you recall cases where they have become 
steadily worse by their incarceration ? 


BECOMING PROFESSIONALS. 
A .—I think that 
this congregate sys­ 
tem is a school of crime, and in saying 
that I don’t mean to reflect on the man­ 
agement of the prison at any time during its 
organization. 
It is the fault of the State in 
failing to provide facilities. 
I would have a 
different system, and a different management, 
after the State furnishes the facilities, laying 
down certain rules by which the prisoners 
shall be graded, separating the young men and 
boys—I cali all men boys up to tbe age of 22 
or 23 years old ; because really it depends 
on how they have been brought up. A young 
boy 22 or 23 years old, if he has been brought 
up in a country town, and let drift in a large 
city, wiil commit crime by getting into bad 
company, and landed into this prison may be 
not at all vicious or bad. 
In fact it would 
have been almost better to have let him go ; 
suspend sentence and hold it over him ; 
1 am strongly in favor of that. 
I think 
he could be reclaimed under that condi­ 
tion more readily than if he had been sent 
here one term. 
I think there are a great 
many instances wh“re, if sentence had been 
suspended by the .Judge, and had just held 
that over him as a guarantee of the good be­ 
havior of this man. 
If he was ever broucht 
up again for another crime, he could be sen­ 
tenced under the 
former judgment. 
I 
tnink it would have a good effect; that is, if 
it was not abased. 
Q —How do the police of the State, and 
the detectives regard a man who has served 
two terms ? 
A .—As a professional. 
Q.—They take it for granted that he is go­ 
ing to pursue a life of crime, and don’t ex­ 
pect anything eiso from him ? 
A .—No, sir ; as a general rule a man who 
has come back a second time appears to our 
judgment as being viciuus. 
Q —After he Ins been here three or four 
times ? 
_ 
A .—Then he is incorrigible. 
Mr. Ames—Captain Lees, don’t you find, 
as a rule, that those who coma back here a 
second time are those who have been con­ 
fined in county jrils or the Industrial School; 
haven’t they come here in that way—isn’t 
that the rule ? 
A .—In a great many instances ; and there 
is another fact that ought to be taken into 
consideration in the probationary prisons. It 
is not only the ecu ten d of commitment in 
this State that the Warden should look into, 
hut his antecedents to see it he has “ done 
time,'’ as it is called in some other States and 
conntiies—as if he had been here for threo or 
four timeB. 
But it is the Warden’s duty in 
this probationary prison to 


FINI) OUT THE WHOLE CHARACTER 
Of the man, and I can give you an illustra­ 
tion. 
The Governor of Pentonville within 
the last six months wrote to me about a 
prisoner he had there to know what his char­ 
acter aud reputation had been in this coun­ 
try ; whether he had ever been convicted of 
any crimes prior to the oue he is now com­ 
mitted there for now. 
O f c nurse I wrote him 
that he had not only been in prison here, but 
in Missi sippi and Alabama also. 
Mr. Ames—That is the custom in this 
country. 
We receive letters from other pris­ 
ons, and frequently write them. 
Mr. Lees—It is the duty of the man who 
has those probationary prisons to find out the 
character and reputation of the man just as 
much as if he was going to employ him and 
take him into his own confidence. 
If found 
to bo a professional thief he should be ^con­ 
fined in the prison where his class of prison­ 
ers are confined, and not be brought in con­ 
tact with the young. 
Prisoners teach each 
other crime when they are in here by their 
bad example. 
As long as the congregate 
system exists they will talk about their ex­ 
ploits, and the young man who is brought 
into contact with them, continuing from one 
year’s end to another hearing the same story, 
it gets to be the higfct of his ambition to be 
just such a fellow as this fellow, whom he re­ 
gards as being the best man in the cell. Pro­ 
fessionally speakiDg—I mean professionally 
that is the feeliDg. 
As Judge Freelon ex­ 
presses it, there ¡3 a hierarchy of crime. Now, 
if these younger people were kept to them­ 
selves in the prison, I think they would come 
out much better men. 
The chances are 
very much in favor of their reform, very 
much. 
As to the effect the convicts have on 
each other with reference to their better after­ 
life when they leave the prison, I have known 
instances where th«6e convicts are responsi­ 
ble for a great deal in that line. 
They havo 
got a great deal to answer for. 
Occasionally 
you will fmd a man who has been over here 
two or three times who will get eick at heart 
with him self; 


WEARY OP SUCH A LIFE, 
And a moral streak will begin to run through 
him, and he will come out and get a job 
somewhere, and the first thing he knows 
along comes an old “ con.” you know. 
He 
wants to borrow ?2 50 or 85, and the result 
of it is th at they ju t keep the fellow 
poor. 
If he refuses to give it to them 
they will ‘‘squeal ” on him as to these things, 
and the result is th at they find out he is a con­ 
vict and they fire him out. Oar Christian so­ 
ciety won’t have him ; some w ill; some people 
have got good sense. 
There are exceptions, 
but the great bulk of them won’t have him. 
The great mass of citizens will refuse to 
employ an ex-convict. 
They have no confi­ 
dence in them. I can give you an illustration 
of that, but of course I cannot afford to name 
this person. 
I have a sort of protege, or 
did have, because he is able to take care of 
himself now. 
H e served three times in this 
State. 
He had been very well educated, and 
was young and he got into difficulties, and 
ho came out and made up his mind to behave 
himself and do better, and he was sincere 
and was willing to do any kind of work ; 
he kept working in th at capacity until 
he got to be, as it 
were, the foreman 
of the establishm ent; then the business 
man, then the financial man. in fact the 
manager of the concern. 
They concluded to get seme new ma­ 
chinery, &Dd sent this man off with binds to 
make the pnrchase, and he did make the 
purchase of the materials, and did much bet­ 
ter than the owner could. He came back. He 
finally got infatuated with a young lady and 


was about to marry her, but it seems that he , 
stepped on some other fellow's corns, and he 
went to the girl’s mother. 
She undertook to 
break the match up, but she couldn’t. 
The 
girl—the young fellow told the girl all about 
himself—would not break it up. To do that, in 
the bitterness of her heart, tiie mother went, 
to the employers, ana told them the whole 
story she had learned. 
The employer knew 
that I knew this mar, because when we met 
it was a constant thing for me to bow, but I 
seldom would speak, but 


ALWAYS BOWED TO HIM 
IVlien I met him on the 
street, as I 
would to any other gentleman I would meet 
on the street. 
He came running up one day 
in the greatest consternation and told ‘me he 
had just learned that his man had served 
three terms in the penitentiary, and he wanted 
to know right off whether it was true or not. 
He said, “ You know he has got charge of ail 
iny business aud handles all my money.” 
1 
says, “ Ye*, is that so ?” 
He says, “ Yes.” 
I says, “ How long has he been with you?’ 
He says, “ Well, he has been with me now 
over five years." 
“ Keeps your accounts!" I 
asked. 
Says he, 
"Oh, yes.” 
Says 
I, 
“ Found anything wrong in them?” Says 
he. “ Nothing.” Says I, “ Did you ever miss 
a dollar?” 
“ Not a penny.” Says I, " A n ­ 
other thing you haveu’c told m e; you eent 
him East once, didn,t you, with a letter con­ 
taining 810,000, to buy materisl and ma­ 
chinery?” Says he, " Yes.” 
Says I, "H ow 
did he get along?” 
“ W hy,” says he, “ he 
did better than we did.” 
Says I, “ Is that 
so?” 
And I said to him, “ And yet you 
come to me.” 
And I said, “ You room with 
him, too. 
Don’t you occupy tha same bed­ 
room with him—separate bed in the same 
room?” H e says, “ Y es.” 
And I says, 
“ You are constantly together and as insep­ 
arable as two brothers.” Ho says, “ Yes.” 
And I says, “ Aud yet you have got the har­ 
dihood to come to me and ask me if this man 
has ever been in the penitentiary,” and I gave 
him 
A TERRIBLE LiSHING. 
He went away and came back in about an 
hour crying. 
He begged of me for God’s 
sake never to let this man know he had ever 
spoken to me about it, I gave him such a ter­ 
rible lashing. 
The man remained with him 
till he got well off and retired from business. 
He now has a large business himself, and is 
doing well. 
This man is one of those whom 
I know has had a great deal of trouble in the 
way I speak of, by men who knew him in the 
early part of his troubles, and my in­ 
structions to him were if they wouldn’t 
let him alone to just knock them down, 
which he did, and they finally let him alone; 
because 
one 
fellow would 
tell another, 
“ Dou’t you go near this chap, because if 
you do he will knock you down.” 
He got 
along splendidly. 
I have just such another 
case as that. 
1 have stood up and helped 
the man financially as well as otherwise. 
The greatest drawback to a man who wants 
to leforui is the convicts themselves. 
The 
low and debased will lean on the others and 
try and get a few dollars from them. 
Of 
course if he gave a few dollars to one, and if 
it was only one it might be a different tiling ; 
but it gets noised abroad, and one swoops 
down on him after another, and it just takes 
the bread out of his mouth, and fiually, un­ 
less he is a very strong-minded man, he gives 
up in despair and goes back in his old course. 


THI3 CONGREGATE SYSTEM 
Tends to make convicts acquainted with one 
another. 
If they 
were 
separated they 
wouldn’t know each 
other; 
and, then, 
when they got out, one convict couldn’t 
identify another one. 
And there is another 
thing, tco. 
The name should be dropped in 
prisons. 
There is a greater reason for it than 
appears in the first glance, because if a man 
wants to reform, lie is known by name to 
every convict in that prison, and when he 
gets out he must either take a new name, or 
be known by it. 
Now, you see if his name is 
dropped, the minute he eaters the portals of 
the prison he is simply known by his num­ 
ber. 
The convicts may know one another by 
sight by just merely getttng a glance of each 
other, but they never can know his name. 
Q.—What system could be devised to pro­ 
tect the convict who wants to do right ? 
A.-—Well, that is a most difficult question 
to answer. I don't know any other way to 
do than to do what I told this fellow to do— 
to knock them down. 
When a man gets out 
he must do something to prevent the bad man 
from leaning on another for the purpose of 
tearing his little supplies from him. 
Mr. Gibbs—Captain, you said that the 
Judge might withhold the sentence, did you 
not ? 
A .—N o ; they can’t under the present 
law. 
I say it would be a good system to 
adopt in my judgment. 
There are in­ 
stances of young fellows who could be 
reformed that have vile thoughts put into 
their heads by being sent to the prison, some­ 
thing that they never overcome, have not 
strong minds enough to do it, while if the 
mere conviction was recorded against them, 
with a sentence suspended over their heads, 
it is 
A SORT OF DREAD 
Holding over them for futuie good behavior. 
It is like the lash you hold over them ; only 
let it fall when they misbehave themselves 
again. 
Q.—You have heaid cf cases of boys sent 
to the State Prison from 15 down to II, in 
fact one 11 years of age? 
A .—Well, that is simply infamous. 
I 
think there is no other word to express it, 
that I know of. 
The State Prison was not 
made for babieB in swaddling clothes. 
Q —In regard to tbe letters that are written 
from the prisoners themselves to the outside 
world, what effect do they have upon the 
criminal character ? 
A .—So long as the prison system—and that 
is no fault particularly of the management— 
so long as the contract system exists, which 
is about to be abolished now, I believe those 
letters will get out, andtheymriatainaregul r 
communication between oue another, which, 
in my judgment, should be controlled to the 
greatest possible extent. 
There should be 
days of writing. 
In other prisons there is 
time regularly kept, and one day in each six 
months the prisoner is taken from his cell to 
a small ro >m where there are desks and 
paper and ink and blotters for him, and he 
writes his letter and then returns to the cell. 
The letter system—this indiscriminate writ­ 
ing—should be stopped. 
It is bad for both 
those iu the prison aud those out. 
The 
library should be a well selected one—one in­ 
tended to correct the morals of prisoners, and 
they should be allowed to read as much as 
possible when they have leisure time, not in 
working hours, of course. 
They should be 
encouraged iu that, because my idea is that 
reading a certain class of reading matter is 
the greatest moral institution in the world. 
Daily papers should never be known in the 
prisons. 
They bring prismers in contact with 
the world ; there is no isolation. 
It is not a 
prison if the prisoner know.? what is going on 
every day and every hour iu the day. 
There 
is no isolation about that. 
He still feels to 
be living in the world. 


THE PRISON SHOULD BE A PRISON. 
There is no humanity in making a prison a 
play-ground. 
It should be a prison in the 
strictest sense. 
There Í3 not a moral streak 
running through their minds enough to guard 
them against committing crimes, and those 
who haven’t that moral streak wiil be pre­ 
vented from coming back if the prison dis­ 
cipline is right. 
If the man is net prevented 
from crime by conscience the State must de­ 
pend upon the rigors of its prison system. 
Q.—Now in regard to educated and ignor­ 
ant criminals, have you ever noticed any dif­ 
ference ? 
A .—W ell, my experience has been sad ia 
that respect; th at is, 1 have found th at the 
more highly educated the msn was, if he was 
a “ rascal,” using this term to express natural 
instincts, he was the most dangerous criminal 
upon earth. He is the most desperate, and will 
do the greatest amount of damage, both in 
life and property, of any other criminal that 
I know of. 
T hat is my experience with 
them. 
They are more successful in eluding 
detection and conviction. 
As a general rule 
he resents arrest, or resists arrest more des­ 
perately than other criminals. 
Take a man 
with a college education, and you go and 
swoop down on him and arrest him, and if 
he sees the ghost of a chanco he will make a 
desperate fight for liberty. 
I t is the more 
intelligent th at do make this desperate re­ 
sistance. 
Of course there is occasionally a 
man who is an ignorant man whose instincts 
ars brutal, and he, of course, will make the 
game character of resistance, but he won’t 
bring tbe same intelligence to bear on it. 


THE QUESTION OF REFORMATION. 
Q —Then merely intellectual pursuits, Cap­ 
tain, wouldn't reform the prisoner ? 
A .—W ell, I am a great believer in the 
moral suasion of moral books, and labor, of 
course. 
B ut I am speaking of reading m at­ 
ter. 
I never knew a man who was bad and 
not educated—not an educated man to start 
with—th at the reading of a good class of 
works ever made him any worse ; on the con­ 
trary, I think it improves him, if the works 
are well selected. 
The great thiDg in the 
prison is to keep the men all employed. 
Grade them, and make it a penal prison ; just 
w hat it is in name, make it so in fact. 
Most of those who have given special atten­ 
tion to the subject seem to think th at the par­ 
adox lies in this : They assume th at a term of 
punishment or a term of servitude th at would 
be highly punitive is inconsistent with the re­ 
form of man ; th at it has a tendency to de­ 
grade him, brutalize him ; that it has a ten­ 
dency to energize all the criminal tendencies, 
and encourage all that is in that direction in 
his mind. 
Now, they all adm it th at a severe 


aud rigorous discipline will deter from crime, 
but they fear that great severity in tho prison 
discipline wiil send the convict into society a 
worse man. 
For example, they discharge 
from this prison -10 a moDth ; that would be 
480 a year, or in ten years 4.800 convicts, who 
have been discharged from this pris m, all of 
whom may be presumed to be in this State, 
or if they are 
not 
in this State, con­ 
victs 
from 
other 
States 
have 
come. 
We make an exchange between commu­ 
nities of 
convicts. 
The 
disposition is 
to leave and go away ; but the disposition of 
those abroad is to leave and go away. 
So it 
would be probably equalized in that way, and 
we have probably five or six thousand con­ 
victs in the population of California. 
The in­ 
fluence of those ex-convicts in the way of pro­ 
ducing crime, encouraging crime, teaching 
crime in the community, must be considered 
by the State in dealing with this question. I 
don’t hold to the theory that the severe, 
solitary and silent prison system has a ten­ 
dency to make a man more a criminal. Prob­ 
ably I can make myself better understood. 
It depends upon what is called the severity 
of prison discipline. 


MERE ISOLATION, 
Under proper arrangements for industry, 
isolated industry doesn't make a man bad. 
But if the severity of the prison discipline 
means brutal conduct on the part of those 
who have charge of the prisons, by beating 
them ; by being harsh to them, by using im­ 
proper language and losing all moral control 
of them ; I grant you if that is what is 
meant by severity, why, of course, 1 grant 
you they go out worse, because the nature of 
man is rebellious ; the nature of every man 
is rebellious—resentful; and if you tiud that 
a man is doing wrong and talk to him : 
“ Now, John,” if he is 
your workman; 
“ John, you should have done this in a dif­ 
ferent way. 
It aint the proper way to do it. 
You should have done it so and so,” in a pleas­ 
ant manner; but if you in a brutal manner 
commenced damning him up hill and down 
dale, and commenced thumping him, the first 
thing that enters his head is whether he will 
lick the fellow that ia thumping him. 
If he 
can’t, he simply says to himself: 
“ I will 
get even with you some time.” His nature is 
rebellious. 
He will get even with yon yet. 
How will he get even with you? By doing 
something that a man can’t resent at the 
time. 
We find that for some offenses a great 
disparity of sentences exists. 
Iu the silent 
systems I have been describing to you, in 
such a condition of things, oue prisoner would 
not know the term of sentence of any other. 


INEQUALITY OF SENTENCES. 
Q.—This inequality of sentences is some­ 
times the result of compromises is it not? 
That fact wouldn’t be known to the prison 
authorities here? 
A .—Yes, sir, iu some instances they are. 
Q.—What do you mean by a compromise? 
A .—Take for illustration a man with a 
wife and five or six children, who has come 
here from Australia, or from any part of the 
world, and is landed upon the dock here in a 
strange country with some means, say two or 
three thousand dollars. 
Maybe he is going 
out farming, surrounded by his little wife and 
children. 
By some misfortune a thief robs 
him. 
He is utterly cleaned o u t; hasn't a 
dollar in the world. 
We suspect somebody 
of having committed that crime. 
In fact we 
accumulate proof enough to make it certain 
that he did it. 
We get this man in prisoD, 
and the first effort of course of any decent 
hearted man is to endeavor to recover the 
money for these poor people. 
The thief has 
the key of the situation. 
He esys : “ What 
wiil I get if I give the money up.” 
He ad­ 
mits he has done it. 
“ But what do I get if 
I surrender ?” 
“ Well, you will get our good 
wishes and the sympathy of the good peo­ 
ple.” 
"W ell,” he says, 
“ That won’t do. 
That don’t benefit me a bit in my circum­ 
stances. 
I simply want to know what I will 
get if I turn this money up.” 
Then if 
he goes into Court and 
pleads 
gHilty, 
he will probably get off with one year or 
two years. 
He may be a second or third 
timer, and he may not be very y o u D g , but 
this is done for the purpose of getting this 
money back. 
Now the 
newspapers and 
people who get upon 


THE T o r riNNACLE OF MORALS, 
They say that it is an outrage ; you have no 
business to compromise with a th ief; it is 
against public policy and public morals. But 
they never once think of this poor fellow 
with a wife and live or six children in a 
strange land and community pennilessJ They 
never once give a thought to him. 
None of 
their great humanitarian ideas are expended 
upon this fellow with his family, a stranger 
in a strange land and strange country. 
Not 
once. 
It is all expended upon the convict 
when he comes over here ; not a particle of 
it upon these poor people. 
That is what I 
mean by the compromise. 
T ab officer takes 
the humane idea of the thing and does every- 
think ho can to get this money back. 
He 
finally succeeds bv compromising with the 
thief. 
That to some extent makes these in­ 
equalities of sentences. 
A t times the Judge 
is human and has got a big heart. Under the 
la-.v we have a right to be put on the stand, 
and we can there testify to the facts, and as 
it were jilead that this man. should have a 
lighter sentence because he gave up the 
money. 
Q —Captain, what effect has the suspicion 
in the minds of police officers generally 
against ex-convicts upon their chances of re­ 
form ? 
_ 
A —No convict that ever came from this 
establishment, that I know of, has ever had 
any juste rose of complaint against the polio», 
so far as our city is concerned, it he was will­ 
ing to work and do right. 
Instead of their 
hounding him and 


PULLING HIM DOWN, 
To my positive knowledge, they have always 
aided him and sustained him, and people 
have gone there and said : “ We know this 
man, and he has reformed. 
He is a good 
man. 
Give him a show. 
Give him some­ 
thing to do." 
I went within the last five 
weeks and fought for two hours to get a man 
—his aggregate sentences were twenty-five 
vears in the prison—to get him a job, because 
I felt that the man meant to do better ; but 
his only failing was run). 
He was not 
naturally bad ; did not have that bad streak 
in him. 
If he let driak alona he would 
never have belonged to that class of convicts. 
I am speaking of regular officers. 
Q —In regard to the rearrest of convicts, 


THE CASES OF REARREST. 
A .—Well, those cases must stand by them­ 
selves. 
There may be cases where it is per­ 
fectly just and proper to come here ar.d re­ 
arrest the convict, but convicts for minor of­ 
fenses—that is, light larcenies and all that sort 
of thing—I think it would havo a tendency 
to make a convict desperate. 
If he is coming 
away and has served say a five years’ term, 
and gives evidence of reform, and he is met 
at the door of tha prison by the Sheriff ready 
to arrest him for some other offense, indicted 
from some other county, I think that would 
have a tendency to make a man desperate, 
and say : “ I have no chance in the world, 
and there is no use of my trying to reform.” 
Hence it is a system that ought 
not to 
be carried out indiscriminately. 
There are 
instances where it would be perfectly proper. 
For instance, supposing a man who is a con­ 
vict here goes to our county aud commits 
a crime, and also a crime in Alameda county, 
all in tbe space of a m onth; and we will 
suppose he lias got a thousand dollars—a 
thousand dollars in each ciunty — and we 
finally get him in San Francisco, aud he is con­ 
victed for one offense. 
He comes over here 
and the people who have been robbed 
in Alameda county come 
over to 
the 
prison, knowing he has been convicted, 
and 
they approach 
him aud beg him 
to restore 
their property, 
and he defi­ 
antly says: "N o, I won’t do it.” 
I think 
that man ought to be rearrested. 
It is the 
duty of the officer to come here and get him, 
and take him, because he does not show any 
evidences of reformation. 
He is holding on 
to his ill-gotten gains. 
The first thing a man 
must do when he attempts to reform is to 


BE JUST, 
And he can only bo just by restoring th at 
which he has hid or buried. 
The system 
would have to adapt itself to the case. Each 
of these cases stand by themselves. 
A man came over on 
the 
boat when 
we came ever to-day th at had twenty- 
seven indictments against him. 
H e was tried 
upon two and the balance were nolle pros’d. 
Twenty-five indictments were 
dismissed ; 
th at is an every-day occurrence. 
A man 
may commit half a dozen larcenies, and it is 
very seldom th at he is tried on more than 
one. 
The Judge, of course, takes into con­ 
sideration the fact th at he has these other in­ 
dictm ents against him and sentences him 
accordingly. 
Q.—Thatm ightaccount for the inequalities 
of sentences ? 
A .—Yes, air. 
B ut there comes in another 
thing. 
T hat 
fact 
should 
be stated in 
the 
commitment when 
he 
comes here, 
if it is a probationary prison, so th at the 
W arden could judge of the character of the 
man—th at is, in other words, if he was in­ 
dicted for ten burglaries, and plead guilty 
to one, the W arden ought to know that 
fact, because that shows the incorrigible 
thief. 
No man commits ten burglaries by 
accident or from want. 
H e has chosen that 
as an occupation in life. 
As to this custom 
of dismissing indictments, I am speaking 
alone of San Francisco. 
Q —And they also dismiss previous term3 
of servitude—that is, withdraw former con­ 
victions. 
The D istrict A ttorney has the 
power to do that. 
THE TRUSTY SYSTEM. 
Q — You think th at abolishing this trusty 


system would be detrim ental to the interests 
of the institution? 
A .—It depends upon what extent yon abol­ 
ish it. 
I think in all those prisons, both here 
and in Europe, a large proportion of labor, 
suih as I have mentioned, is done by the pris­ 
oners. They get the trusty positions through 
merit there. In the probationary prison they 
would not be likely to take a man just coming 
in be causeof his connections,or because of seme 
influence, and put him in the position of trusty. 
He must earn it. 
They don’t take a man be­ 
cause of his capacity to be useful. 
And if 
there is a number of good men they take 
turns about it. 
Q —Who has the cutting of the clothing in 
the English prisons ? 
A —There is an ex convict that has charge 
of the cutting department, and he has so 
many men. 
The cutting department is a 
large room in which he has so many men that 
are “ told off,” as they call it, to assist in 
cutting. 
Now, if the cutter was removed or 
discharged, and another tailor came into that 
prison who was competent, they wouldn't 
consider the skill of the prisoner or j udge by 
his previous record, and be likely to give him 
that position ; because. I think, civil service 
reform comes in there. 
There are always 
men competent to take it, in large prisons 
like that. 
It couldn’t be otherwise. 


A MODEL PRISON. 
In Canada they have what I consider the 
model of prisons. 
That is the best prison I 
ever saw. 
It is located just outside oi To­ 
ronto, and to my mind is as good a prison as 
I saw anywhere. 
I refer to its construction 
and its management and its discipline. 
It has an cctagon tower, a large octagou 
tower that rises in the center of the build­ 
ings radiating out from it in the center. 
It 
had four wings when I was there, but it was 
constructed for eight, to look like a starfish, 
you know. Separating out with a great body, 
in the center, and there in each of these 
wings are three tiers of cells, built in the 
center of each wing, with the balconies lead­ 
ing along in front of the cells with movable 
iron stairs, not permanent, leading to each 
balcony. 
Tho whole of these four wings are 
locked by one wheel, the same as the steer­ 
ing wheel of a ship. He, the Warden, stands 
there in the center of this octagon building 
and he can see the whole prison. 
H e is 
raised up on a pedestal, an I theu in each 
of the wings there is a man in a lítele 
sentinel box up along the side of the wall. 
The 
convict 
comes 
in and 
pulls 
the 
door 
shut, projects his hand, 
holds it 
there, and at a giveu signal from these men 
on the side of the wall in these little boxes, 
the man on the octagon tower locks down 
each wing and takes hold of the enormous 
wheel and gives it one turn and holts every 
oell in that p.ison. 
Then the Warden ad­ 
justs tho stairs—they are adjustable stairs. 
They are substantially locked by this im­ 
mense great wheel. 
The object of that is 


TO PREVENT BREAKS. 
' 
No officer has any connection with the pris­ 
oners nntil after those bolts are thrown, and 
when they come in from the workshops. The 
work ehop3 are separated entirely from the 
prison. 
There they build rolling stock for 
railroads. 
There ara immensemachine shops 
in this establishment. 
There are no terms 
longer than two years in this prison. 
It is 
for the lighter 
class cf criminals—first 
termers and all that sort of thing. 
They 
have got immense shops and build rolling 
etock and freight cars aud all that sort ul 
tiling, you know. 
Fine machine shops they 
have tco, that are iuclogedin a large wall, the 
different shops—regular 
machine 
shops— 
tirst-class shops, and they all cams out of 
there with a good trade—that is, such a trade 
as men can get in a shop of the kind in two 
years, and ought to be pretty good. 
Captain 
Prince, who had charge of them, told me that 
they endeavored to teach men all branches of 
the business. 
They don’t do that in ordi­ 
nary shops. 
They don’t do that outside. 
They put a man on one class of work, and 
keep him there until the day of resurrection ; 
but there the Captain told me they endeav­ 
ored to teach a man a first-class mechanical 
trade. 
Q.—Would it be practicable in a pro­ 
bationary 
prison to work prisoners out- 
nide and da it under the silent system—say in 
the stone quarry ? 
A .—They do it at Charlestown ; they cut 
stone there; they dress it. 
I don’t know if 
they work them in the quarries, but they 
clress atone there under the silent system. If 
this State was to adopt the system, and 
make the FolsomPrisona probationaryprison, 
and sentence them all there first, I think 
those men could be worked in the quarries 
there at dressing stone, or the stone could be 
brought to them here, tbe same as it is at 
Charlestown.

Robinson vs Flscerville and Sacramento 
Valley Railroad Company—The 
Decision In Full. 


T e l e p h o n i n g H e a v e n .— A mother liv- 
not far from the Postoliice, in this city, 
tired with watching over a sick baby, came 
down stairs for a moment the other day to 
rest for a few seconds.

life had been despaired of, began to mend 
that day and got w ell.—[Elmira Free Press.

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A N ew P est. —W ithin three or four 
years fox-tail, or porcupine, grass has taken 
possession of most pasture lands in the val­ 
ley. 
It looks something like wild oats 
when starting up, and makes excellent 
feed in its groen condition. 
But, earlier 
than any other grass in the summer, it 
dries up and develops into a short and 
wiry nuisance, with a bearded head like a 
bundle of harpoons. 
Five minutes walk 
through it Í3 enough to line the inside of 
trowserB legs, and they even work their 
way, in time, into the most unexpected and 
annoying hiding places in the folds of 
clothing. 
Supervisor Robert Crane states 
that hogs get blinded with this pest, and 
farmers are obliged to take them out of the 
fields on this account. 
The fox-tail gets 
iuto the wool, and is a serious injury to 
grown sheep. 
Lambs gather the barbed 
heads about such parts as the belly and 
fore legs, where they chafe the flesh, and 
often penetrate it like a porcupine quill. 
One of Mr. Crane’s dogs became lame. 
Ilis feet were examined, and the stickers 
were removed with tweezers ; but a head 
afterwards worked its way out half way up 
his leg. 
W hat to do about this all-pervad­ 
ing pest that lines the roadsides and springs 
up everywhere, we hardly know. 
I t is 
certain to interfere seriously w ith sheep 
and hog growing.— [Santa Rosa Ilepubli-

Following is the opinion in full delivered 
by Judge Hunt on the 2dth instant in the case 
which h as been in litigation fo r s > many years, 
known as Uobinson vs. Placerville and Sac­ 
ramento Railroad Company: 
Tho complaint herein was filed October IS, 1807. 
It avers toe incorporation of the Placerville and 
Sacramento Railroad Company and the am ouut of 
its capital stock ; th at on the 14th of March, 18*4, 
said company contracted certain liabilities for rail­ 
road iron used in constructing its road, and in con­ 
sideration thereof isused its bonds therefor in th e 
sum uf $1,000 each, with interest at the rate of 10 
percent, per annum , which said bonds were secured 
by mortgage upon the corporation property, fran­ 
chises aud future income of said company! That 
said tru st mortgage was executed to Dañforth X. 
Ramey and Louis McLane as trustees. 
That said 
plaintiff is now the holder and owner of 120 thereof 
with the coupons attached. 
That the company has 
failed to pay said bouda or the interest tb 'feon ; 
that said company sub-equently to the execution 
of said first mortgage bonds, executed a mortgage 
lo Danforth N. Barney and Louis McLanc to secure 
the payment of the sum of $200,000 due to said com­ 
pany by Wells, Fargo * Co. 
The complaint further alleges th at McLauc and 
Barney have abandoned their tru st and have con­ 
spired with others to defeat the rights of plaintiff in 
the prom ses ; and that they declined to take pos 
session or occupy said railroad, or to use any means 
to effectuate the purposes of the trust wherewith 
they were clothed. 
Wherefore, tho plaintiff prays 
th at said trustees m ay be removed, aud th at they 
be compelled to assign said mortgages to such j>er- 
sons as may be selected as their successors, and th at 
other trustees be appointed in their place. 
First. 
The issue having been duly joined in said 
action, the depositions of a large num ber of w it­ 
nesses were taken before a Notary Public, the 
taking of said depositions extending from some 
tirnt in the year 1873 until October, 1S75. 
It was stipulated by the parties to this action that 
the depositions of said witnesses were duly and 
properly taken, and th st said depositions or either 
of them “ may be read by cither party uj>ou any 
motion or hearing or trial of said ae ion." 
Uj>on the trial of this action before m e, counsel 
for the plaintiff claimed th at they had the right to 
interpose various objections to 
questions pro­ 
pounded to various of the witnesses in thove depo­ 
sitions, aud to the answers of the w itiu-ases thereto, 
and th at they had the right to strike out certain 
portions of said answer as being either uot respon­ 
sive, or irrelevant as incom petent testimony. 
It seems to me the latter objection i* well taken. 
Upon the taking of the depositions in question, a 
witness for the plaintiff was sworn and examined 
under such stipulation. The defendant’s witnesses 
were also cross-examined at length by defendant's 
counsel, and if cither the questions propounded, or 
the answers m ade to the witnesses ou the occasion 
o! the taking of thesa depositions could be now ob­ 
jected to, it would foil »w th at much of the m atter 
testified to by L. L. Robinson upon his exam ination 
and in response to quotations propounded to him by 
the plaintiff’s counsel would be incom petent and ir­ 
relevant. 
It seem-?, however, to have been the intention of 
parties to have allowed said testimony pro and con 
to be read upon the tri.il i f the action for what it 
m ight be worth. Certainly, tho stipulation that such 
depositions may be read upon th e trial of the action 
adm its of such construction. 
In view of the fact th at several years have elapsed 
since the taking of these depositions, ?nd the l e ­ 
gibility of the death or absence of said witnesses, it 
would be m ost unjust to hold th at the plaintiff can 
now, after a long lapse of time, come in upon th e 
trial of the action and for the first time object either 
to the question asked the witnesses, or to their re­ 
plies made to such questions. 
In the determ ination of this case, therefore, I have 
concluded to sustain the defendant’s position in this 
m atter, aud upon this ground have disregarded, or 
rather have overruled, the various objections made 
in the trial of this action when said depositions were 
read to the questions propounded, and the answers 
made by the said witnesses in the said deposition. 
Second. 
As to the merits of the action. The 
complaint herein is in the nature of a bill in equity, 
wherein the plaintiff substantially alleges th at he is 
the bolder of 120 bonds and coupons of this com­ 
pany, which bonds were secured by a m ortgage 
properly executed, and that Wells, Fargo * Co. 
were the holders of said mortgage executed to cer­ 
tain trustees in their favor ; th at the profits of the 
road were being applied to the paym ent of the sec­ 
ond m ortgage; but the trustees under the first 
mortgage were derelict in their duty, and, there­ 
fore, should be removed, and the plaintiff prays for 
their removal and the appointm ent of others to dis­ 
charge the duties devolving upon them under the 
first mortgage. 
Since the commencement of the suit the defend­ 
ant, Barney, has died, and Louis McLane became 
the sole surviving trustee of this trust. 
The defense in the action is th at the first m ort­ 
gage was not executed in accordance with the law, 
in th at there was not a unanimous concurrence of 
the Directors of the cor|>oration in the resolution 
for its execution. This objection having been dis­ 
posed of by me, upon the trial, will not be further 
noticed. 
The answer, in addition, however, to taking 
issue upon the due execution of the m ortgage 
alleges payment thereof and satisfaction of the 
bonds, and upon this defense the controversy 
herein dej»ends. 
The question, therefore, to be considered is, were 
the bonds in qu stion claimed to be owned by the 
plaiutiff ever paid and satisfied? 
The first mortgage was, a3 I have stated, executed 
to secure the paym ent of 750 bonds at $1,000 each. 
The plaintiff herein claims to own 120 of these 
bonds ; and upon the trial claimed to represent 140 
shares. 
The am ount due upon these bonds, the 
face value and intercut, would » w exceed $300,000. 
The corjfc«ration seems never to have issued the 
entire num ber of' those bonds, b u t only about f>00 
thereof ; *250 of «.aeh were issued in paym ent of iron 
which is claimed to have bee i purchased by the 
company of the plaintiff. These w ere called “ condá” 
upon their face ; bu t subsequently, by stipulation 
of the parties, were converted into currency bonds. 
The history of the road exhibits an extent and 
am ount of litigation concerning it which is rem ark­ 
able. 
A t its very inception it was harareed with 
suits, and during almost the entire per o 1 of its 
existence litigation of the most im portant character 
was pending in relation to it. 
It seems th at the company itself, after its orgati- 
izttion, became insolvent, and it was apparent th at 
a large loss would be entailed upon the creditors of 
the company and jiarties to the bonds. 
Among the 
principal creditors of the company were Wells, 
Fargo & Co., the indebtedness to whom amounted 
to $175,000, and Bobinson, who claimed to owu 120 
of the mortgage bonds. 
This claim was resisted uoon the part of the de­ 
fendants, and it was claimed by them th at in view 
of the above named stipulation, the plaintiff was 
precluded from interposing any objections, either 
to the form, m atter or substance of questions pro­ 
pounded, or to the answers of the witnesses thereto. 
It seems th at Wei fs, Fargo & Co. obtained pos­ 
session of tbe road under their mortgage through 
their trustee, McLane. 
The evidence abundantly 
shows th at Lester L. Robinson and the trustees of 
Wells, Fargo * Co. made at various times efforts to 
compromise the am ount of the corporate indebted­ 
ness and and to effect settlem ents with its creditors. 
These attem pts took various shapes, and were car­ 
ried on in various ways, but they seemed to have 
culminated in the execution of w hat I will term the 
H artley agreement, exhibit F, which was executed 
September 27, 1807. between Lester L. Robinson, of 
the one part, a n l Wells, Fargo A Co. of the other. 
This agreem ent is substantially as follows: It re­ 
cited that the first mortgage bonds hereinbefore 
mentioned were to be deposited by the holders 
t ereof in escrow with one Davis, in|Sew Yoik city ; 
that Well, F. rgo * Co. were to deposit w ith H artley 
there, unci r a mortgage, and that all m ortgage bonds 
held by other parties, who should thereafto- p rtici- 
pate in said agreem ent, should be held subject t > 
the tennis thereof. Tlig am ount due each party 
January 1 ,180$, was to oe ascertained, and Wells, 
Fargo * Co. agree 1, after a certain date, to h Id 
the net profit of such road in tru st for the parties 
exeuti.ig such payment. 
Wells, Fargo & Co. agreed to foreclose their 
mortgage and sell the road thereunder and obtain 
the title th ereto ; and after the consumm ation of 
such sale the new corporation, called th e Sierra Ne­ 
vada Railroad Company, was to be formed of the 
owners of the bonds and the representatives of the 
second m ortgage : the capital thereof to consist of 
the am ount of coupons and bonds, together with the 
am ouut of the m ortgage to Wells, Fargo «Sc Co., and 
10 per ceut. added thereto. 
And after such organi­ 
zation the bondholders who subscribed to the agree­ 
m ent were to receive the stock of said company— 
the am ount of stock thus to he received being 
specifically provided for by Article XV of such agree­ 
ment. 
All stock not issued to be held for the common 
in te re st; or in paym ent of any bondholders who 
should subsequently accept such stock. 
All parties 
to the a recm ent were to co-operate in order to 
carry out th > term s oi the settlem ent and reorgan­ 
ization of said company, and it was specifically speci­ 
fied in said agreem ent “ that the basis up >n wh ch 
the capital stock of the new company shall be issued 
to the holders of the present indebtedness, under 
both tbe first and second mortgages, end also upon 
which said indebtedness shall be canceled and re­ 
tired, shall be as follows 
the agreemeut then 
specifying such basis. 
. 
This agreem ent was signed by W ells, Fargo 
& Co. aud 
Charles 
K. McLane, their trustee, 
and by L.* L. Robinson. 
To 
the 
agreem ent 
was appended another agreement, signed pj the 
various bondholders, wherein they consented to such 
agreem ent and accepted the conditions thereof, and 
to this latter agreement was appended the signatures 
of L. L. Robinson, by J. P. Robinson, for 111 bonds, 
am ounting upon their face to $111,000 ; and J. P. 
Robinson, for G. T. M. Davis, for three bonds, 
am ounting in value to $3,000. 
. 
. 
. . 
It appears from the evidence that the original 
draft, and this Hartley agreement, was in the hand­ 
writing of Lester L. Robinson. 
It is claimed, how­ 
ever, by the plaintiff that this agreem ent was never 
carried into effect, but on the contrary «*as entirely 
abandoned, and this theory is based by counsel 
upon the assumption that uoder such agreem eut it 
becam e necessary for all of the oustU nding bond­ 
holders of said company to become parties thereto. 
This construction, however, does not seem to me 
to be correct. 
The agreement upon its face pu r­ 
ports to be and is in fact binding, at least as between 
Rcbinson on the one hand, and Wells, Fargo k Co. 
upon the other, even if no one else became parlies 
thereto. 
It recites subdivision first ; “ It is agreed 
between the parties hereto th at all of the first m ort­ 
gage bonds, which are now belonging to Lester L. 
Robinson, Jas. P. Robinson, and to such other hold­ 
ers of said bonds as shall si*n this agreem ent, shall 
be lodged in escrow with G. T. M. Davis, of New 
York.” 
And the agreem ent upon its fact* as previously 
stated, purports to have been made between L. L. 
Robiuson, of the first part, and Wells, Fargo & Co., 
of the second part. 
The agreem ent upon its face 
seems not only not to require the co-operation of 
parties other than those mentioned therein, but to 
actually repudiate the necessity of any of said other 
creditors signing it. 
B ut the idea seems to have 
been among the principal creditors—Wells, Fargo 
& Co. and K ohinson-to adopt this plan for the pur­ 
pose of liquidating their own debt, and to allow 
any other cretitors who desire to participate in such 
plan. 
. 
. 
B ut the success of the plan did not seem in the 
contemplation uf either party to in any m anner de­ 
pend upon the circumstance th at all or any of the 
other creditors should participate therein. 
L. L. U >binson and Wells, Fargo & Co., for them ­ 
selves, seem to have agreed upon this plan as a 
basis of settlem ent: Tne plan being th at Wells, 
Far^o & Co. were to foreclose their mortgages and 
purchase in the property, theroby securing the legal 
title, for the benefit of the parties to th at agree­ 
m ent 
T he agreem ent was between the principal 
owners the contending factions for the control of 


the road. 
Under this agreem ent, it f. ems, the com­ 
pany was incorporated. Block was issued and trans

thereof. 
Finding th at this plan was imp. a 11 cab I j, aud th at

have been acted upon ; negotiation* w ere had w ith 
the litte r, and an offer w.i? finally nude l■■ purchase 
the road, and to pay therefor the *am «i $200,000 
in bonJs of the lailroad companv 
Subsequently 
the parties were advised th at thi* mode i jo rm tn t

the sum of $lt'S,000 or thereabouts should be paid 
in cash for the road. 
In the negotiations ui- it this matU . Letter L. 
Robinson seems to have taken an active p.irt. 
He 
freely participated therein, ai d seems to have con­ 
sulted counsel as to the pr »priety of tin- proteged 
method of sale. 
He testifies th a t he was advised 
by his counsel that Stanford & Co. could not execute 
said bonds in payment of sa d road, i: ! he also 
seems to have subsequently assented i . if, indeed, 
ho did not assist iu procuring the agreem ent to ac­ 
cent cash in lieu of said bo., is. 
In pursuance of this agreement tho salt f the 
road was made to Messrs Stanford, Uuntu gton «.V 
Hopkins, who, in payment thereof, ex. -uted three 
promissory notes, all .-f whic i w »v i-aya Me to the 
order of L. L. Robiuson, ore for $ l,t» . ■ e for $52,­ 
655 and the third for $IU>,745. The las; 
uuioned 
note, it seems, was indorsed, by 1. \ K : 
a t. 
Wells, F argo* Co.. the am ount of the o th tr tw 
notes being retained by himself. 
Mr. Robiuson in his testim ony denies • tn tth i 
sum of money paid Wells, Fargo «X Co. w.i* to pur­ 
chase the interest of the first inortgic^ b'liulh.’’.; 
era, and emphatically denies th at t h e ’ m ount re­ 
ceived by himself was in e >nsulcrati o . f the su r­ 
render and the levy of the bonds he'd by him or his 
brother, the pi intiff herein. 
A great deal of testim ony was taken on this point, 
and from such testimony it plainly appears to m« 
that all the parties tn interest agreed to this sale ; 
that it was the understanding of McLane. as Trus­ 
tee for Wells, Fargo * Co., or atari :d .X Co., the 
purchasers, and of Mr. Robinson bioueli, th at upon 
the i»aymeiit of this sum of one hundred and sixtv- 
eight thousand doiluns these first luoiu.age uonus 
should be canceled and retir» d. 
Pursuant to the Hartley agreem ent the bonds and 
s'ocks were returned from New York, and subse­ 
quently came into the possession of Mr. Mi Lsne. 
In order to ascertain the raUhle share of each 
bondholdft in the amount received, and tho sum to 
which he should be entitled, Sir. McLane seems to 
have intrusted to L. L. Robinson all of the bonds 
thus received, these bonds being contained in a tin 
box, which Mr. McLane had in his po3stssion, and 
which tin box, with all its contents, was by him 
turned over to Lester L. Robing. ?». 
Aud here it is apparent th at Mr. McLane at this 
time m ust have been induced by Robinson to su p ­ 
lióse th at he (Robinson) w is int*. rested in this trans­ 
action. 
He seems to hav e made him the cu9t lian of the 
bonds, and the distribut >r of the funds, and tv 
have reposed entire confidence iu his integrity in tho 
premises. 
Mr. H untington, whose dep^si ion has been taken, 
and also Judge Robinson, both of whom partici­ 
pated in the negotiation for the purchase »’f ibis 
toad, testify th at they regarded ltobiiiFoa as being 
interested in the transaction, and testified th at tho 
sum paid by them was to secure a jterfeeL title to 
the road, and to he appropriated for th extinguish­ 
m ent and cancellation of this indcbt- *i..t 
Certain it is that the am ount paid by S'.'inford & 
C». was never intended by them to be paid for, nor 
received by Wei’s, F arg o * C»». as satisi’ » ? 
of the 
first m ortgage alone. The parties purchasing con 
tem plated th at they were obtaining title to the 
property. The mortgage of Weils. Fargo ¿ Co. was 
simply á second m ortgage, and its pur base could 
not have gotten rid of tho first m rtgagc bond, 
which it is claimed by plaintiff herein was a prior 
lien on said road. 
A sixteen hundred dollars note herein mentioned 
—which was received by Hobiceon—w.ts manifestly 
paid him for services In procuring tho extinction of 
this indebtedness. 
Ho attem pts, it is true, to a.-- 
c mnt for its delivery other.- :.-o ; but, t > my mind, 
the explanation is s>> unsatisfactory as to render it 
entirely unworthy of belief. 
He ruti-s that the 
notes were divided m tins manner because, as he 
thought, Wells, Fargo * Co. m ight at some tiiuo 
wake up to the idea that they were emit 
i to the 
whole o f said sum of $168,000. 
If that was f o , it is 
cl a rth a t Kcblnsou, who claims to n w eappropri 
ated a t least a portion of the $52,000 note to wan! 
the payment ->t the first m rtr .; 
ix is, 1 id n 
right or authority whatever to do t* \ 
Because, 
clearly, he had no power to appropriate the money 
of Wells, Fargo & IV». to pay iudebtedi. 
«i an in 
solvent railroad corporation. 
That Robinson contemplated the sum received by 
him was to he applied ia th e satisfaction of the 
bouds 
mentioned 
in the complaint is apparent 
from a letter read in evidence, m.vrked exhibit D, 
dated January’ 21, 1870, signed by L. L. Robinson, 
and addressed to Mr. Davis, wherein Mr. Robinson 
acknowledges the receipt of certificates of stock in 
the new organization—the Flacerville ar.d Sacra 
m ento Valley Road 
“ to correspond with 111 cu r­ 
rency bonds and three currency bonds in the name 
of J. H. Robinson. 
And he there directs Mr. Davis 
t » surrender to Wells, Fargo & Co. for transporta­ 
tion t > S.m Francisco, for the purpose of cancella­ 
tion, the foregoing 114 m ortgage bonds of said com­ 
pany.” 
Appended to this letter was a receipt signed by 
Well*, F argo* Co., stating th at they have received 
from Mr. Davis the bonJs above mentioned. 
In 
this letter we have a clear recognition by Mr. Rob­ 
inson to himself to the effect th at the certificates oi 
stock of the new company were received by him in 
cancellation of the 114 bonds referred to in said 
letter. 
I omitted to state th at under the H artley agree­ 
m ent, which plaintiff claims was never carried into 
effect, Wells, Fargo * Co. foreclosed its mortgage, 
and sold the property of the corporation. Defendant** 
caused such property to be bought in by William 
Alvord as truste \ not of Wells, Fargo * Co. abfue, 
but as trustee of the parties mentioned m the H art­ 
ley agreement. 
. 
At a meeting of the new company thus organized, 
held december 16, 186.), L. L. Robinson being pres­ 
ent, ami acting as secretary, it was resolved th at a 
commit.ee be appointed for the purpose of negotia­ 
ting the sale of the road, and upon such committee 
L L. Robinson was appointed, and to th*: m inutes 
of this m eeting his signature as Secret iry was ap­ 
pended. 
As previously stated, L L. Robinson subsequently 
participated in and assisted in the negotiations, 
which resulted in the sale of the road pursuant to 
tliis resolution. 
The Hartley agreement seems 
to have been 
strictly adhered to by all of the parties, and recog­ 
nized as existing and valid, until it was subsequently 
discovered th at money sufficient to purchüo rolling 
stock for the road could no t be obtained. 
W here­ 
upon Wells, Fargo * Co. and Mr. Uobinson scam to 
have conceived the idea of the sale of the r >ad. Up 
to this time, however, they had strictly adhered to 
the term s or the Hartley agreem ent. 
An * on this 
occasion they diverged therefrom only go far as to 
resolve upon the propriety of selling the road. 
In the statem ent upon ihe sale of the n o d , which 
Robinson himself made after receiving the bonds 
from McLane, it is recited as follows : 
“ Lester L. Robinson settles wiiii 220 currency 
bonds and two gold bon .is; total, 222 bonds.” 
To my mind, however, the nmst conclusive evi­ 
dence of the truth of the defendant's theory is fu r­ 
nish d by the letter dated July 27, 1871, addressed 
to William Alvord, and signed, among other*, by 
L. L. Robinson, wherein Mr. Alvord, who, as 1 have 
stated, was the purchaser under Wells, F arg o * 
Co.’s mortgage, was requested to convey, by a 
proper deed 10 Stanford * Co., the railroad pur 
chased by him at the Sheriff’* sale. 
This letter 
concludes as follows : “ A t the tim e you purchased 
said property it was understood aud agreed th at you 
shou d hold it in tru st for the undersigned and 
those represented by them . 
The undersigned, for 
and on behalf of themselves and those rt { resented 
by them , now request you to make a conveyance as 
above, aud thus close the tru st in.r sod in you.” 
Here Í3 a d e ar recognition by Robiuson of tht 
fa t th at Mr. Alvord made such purchase on his, as 
well as Wells, Fargo & Co.’á behalf, and a direction 
by him to said trustee to m ake the conveyance to 
Stanford * Co., which it is uow practically sought 
to impeach. 
Furtherm ore, Mr. McLane testifies th a t Robinson 
represented the currency b. rids in the -- Je to Stan­ 
ford, th at he uuderstoou and knew th t such sale was 
to have been “ a e’ean sale of the ruad;" and that 
Robinson was willing to sell a t tho price named, and 
participated in the agreem ent fixing such price, and 
was entirely sttistied therew ith 
Mr. H untington testifies similarly, and swears 
positively th at Mr. Romnson agreed to g iw them 
the road*free from incumbrance. 
[Pav^ -71.1 
_ 
He also testifies th at L. L. Robinson c uuo to him 
in New York to sell the road, ar d that at their last 
talk Robiuson said to him that be was not satisfied 
with the price, and th at he would not rssign or sell 
hi* interest uuless he could have for himselt, over 
and above what others had, $1,600. 
W hereupon Mr. 
Huntington testifies that he concluded to give him 
the $1,600 represented by that note; th at he recol­ 
lects the circumstances positively ; and is aurc tin t 
was the note. 
I Page 264. J 
Judge Robiuson testifies to the same effect, viz., 
th at this $1,600 was given to L. L. Robinson as a 
bonus. 
From these facts it is clear in my mind th at Rob­ 
inson and all of the parties interested in said trans­ 
action contemplated th at the bonds sued for herein 
should bo canceled and discharged. And, indeed, it 
would teem th at when the tin box containing such 
bonds was intrusted by McLane to L L. Robinson, 
the very bonds uow sued for by Mr. Robiuson wire 
therein contained, and th at when Robinson re­ 
turned s aid box the bonds in question were not 
contained in said box. 
It was the manifest inten­ 
tion of all part es th at these bonds, like tbe other.* 
which had been paid, should be destroyed, and only 
the circumstance of Mr. Me Lane’s entire and im­ 
plicit reliance upon the integrity of L. L. Robinson 
seems to have prevented his discovery at the time 
of the absence of those bonds from the num ber thus 
destroyed. 
. 
1 have no doubt whatever, after a careful exami­ 
nation of the evidence, th at the bonds sued for 
herein were actually paid, satisfied and discharged ; 
th at such was the agreement of all t;:e parties, and 
th at Robinson fully acquiesced in and was party to 
such agreement. 
Here it is shown th at it is quite apparent th at 
Lester L. Robinson is the real pariy in interest 
here. 
He seems to have held a full power of atto r­ 
ney from his brother, and to have simply carried 
on his transactions in his brother’s name. 
The 
brother, who is the plaintiff herein, has never ap­ 
peared in this action, has never testified therein, 
nor has his deposition ever been taken. The com­ 
plaint is sworn to by Lester L. Robinson as the a t­ 
torney in fact of his brother. 
There is no doubt in 
my mind th at the hame of Jam es P. Robinson was 
simply used in this action by Lester L., and that he 
is now and always has been the real party iu inter­ 
est herein. 
This being so, and it being apparent that he has 
induced other bondholders aud creditors cf the com­ 
pany to accept a ratable share cf the proceeds of 
said Mile, under the said Hartley agreement, can he 
now come into a Court of equity and seek to re­ 
pudiate the benefit of such agreem ent and obtain 
for himself advantage of his own wrong? 
The mere statem ent of the principle is sufficient 
to answer it. 
Coming into a Court of equity, whose 
principle and rule is to require that he who seeks 
equity should do it, it :s manifest th at he does not 
come with clean hands. 
Having projected this enterprise, and participated 
therein, having induced others to act up3n his 
representations, common honesty would require 
that he shall uot, at this late day, and especially* in 
a proceeding of th is character, be heard to re­ 
pudiate it. 
I therefore conclude, upon the law and the evi­ 
dence, that the plaintiff does not certainly iu equity 
establish a case here which would warrant a chan­ 
cellor iu compelling the trustees who participated in 
this transaction to disregard it. lh a t plaiutiff is 
here asserting not only a stale, bu t an unconsciona­ 
ble claim ; a claim which, in my opinion, the evi­ 
dence abundantly shows was fully satisfied by hi3 
own consent. 
Having enjoyed the fruits of such 
satisfaction, and retaining them , to grant him relief 
in this case would simply operate as an injustice, if 
ro t a fraud, upon those w hose money he has re­ 
ceived. 
It is therefore ordered th a t a decree bp entered in 
favor of the defendant herein as prayed for.

ST R aN G E CHARITIES. 


CoriouE Characteristics of Some Famous 
Hirers, and Hlracles of Mean­ 
ness— Loye of Honey.

The lives of all the celebrated miesrs 
will be found much the same. They were 
very seldom married, they were unsocial, 
though sometimes fond of animal pets ; 
they maintained existence on food, the 
quantity and quality of which a dog would 
have objected to ; they were very seldom 
stirred to tbe slightest degree of benev­ 
olence, and they nearly always disappointed 
the expectations of their heirs. 
B at there are some exceptions to these 
general rules. Barrow, in his travels, men­ 
tions having seen a Dutch miser near the 
Cape of Good Hope. 
He was a tall, old 
man, with a thin, sallow visage, and a 
beard of dingy black, that, extending to 
the eyes, where it met the straggling hair 
of the forehead, obscured the face like a 
visor. 
Living with him as his wife was an 
old H ottentot woman, Dearly one hundred 
years old. 
Avarice seemed to run in the 
family, for he had a brother and sister who 
lived several miles off among the moun­ 
tains who were equally parsimonious. 
In the beginning of this century there 
was an old man named W. Fuller, who 
lived with his son in a hut, consisting of 
two chambers and sitting-room 
Their 
allowance was a mutton chop a piece, and 
a pint of porter between the two, for the 
day—this last being a luxury they could 
not go without, proving th at appetite was 
stronger than will. 
They went to bed in 
the dark. 
Old Fuller was a banker and 
retained his clerks on low salaries by prom­ 
ising them legacies when he died. 
But the 
promises were not fulfilled ; he wrote his 
will on the back of an old letter and left 
all his property, worth $1,000,000, to his 
son. 
. 
That the hoarding of money has given 
actual pleasure to these poor wretches there 
can be no doubt. 
It stands to reason it 
must be so, or they would hardly throw 
up their interest in both worlds : 
!• irst starved in this, then dam n'd in th at to come. 


CHESTS OP GOLD. 
Jeremy Taylor, a famous miser, used to 
say if his successors had as much pleasure 
iu spending his property as he had in 
hoarding it up, they need not complain of 
their hard lot in the world. 
Mention ia 
made of a miser in Venice whose pulse 
quickened as in a fever on hearing a large 
sum of money mentioned. 
He was a 
Catholic, and made the sign of the cross 
with a gold coin. 
He had chests full of 
gold, each named after some saint, and 
decorated them on saints' days. 
When 
dying, he requested the spectators to with­ 
draw from the room a few moments. They 
did so. On returning they found the old man 
lying dead on a large bag, both his hands 
clutching a piece of gold. 
This calls to 
mind the case of Henry Beaufort, Cardinal 
of Winchester, who cried out on his death 
bed : “ Fie, will not death be hired, and 
will money do nothing ? Must I die that 
have such great riches? 
If the whole 
realm of England would save my life, I 
am able either by policy to get it or by 
riches to buy it.” 
The death the 
miser 
Foscoe, 
who 
amassed an immense fortune by usury and 
taking every advantage he could of the 
necessities of the unfortunate, was dra­ 
matically appropriate. 
For reasons of 
safety he dug a hole in the ground and 
secreted his treasure there. He made a trap 
door with a spring lock, and would go 
down daily to gloat over his savings. 
He lived a solitary life, but one day his 
neighbors remarked th at he had not been 
seen for an unusually long time. 
They 
made search for him through the house, 
the woods and in the ponds, but failed 
to find him. Years afterward, when work­ 
men were repairing the house, they came 
across the secret cave in the cellar. 
On 
opening it they found F'oscoe’s remains 
amid heavy bags of untold treasure. 
He 
had died with »he object of his devotion. 


m i s e r s ’ m e t h o d s . 
The methods by which misers have accu­ 
mulated their huge fortunes are much the 
same ; it was by saving, rather than by 
making money, that they became rich. 
Daniel Dancer diced on two or three boiled 
eggs and warmed up biscold pancakes that 
were left over by carrying them in his 
pocket. 
Elwes, who was worth nearly a 
million dollars, carried old bones in his 
pocket, taking them out to his farm to be 
used as fertilizers. 
Another miser used to 
boil a piece of beef and fourteen hard 
dumplings on Sunday ; th at would be the 
allowance of food for himself and sister for 
the week. 
Dancer saved on soap, never 
usiBg it or towel* ; he washed himself in 
the river and driad himself in the sun. He 
used to beg a pinch of snuff, putting it in 
a box he carried with him. 
This he ex­ 
changed for a farthiDg candle, which lasted 
until the box was again filled. 
He used an 
old meal sack for a shirt and a bundle of 
straw for a pillow. 
But he was singularly 
generous to his dog, to whom he allowed a 
pint of milk a day. 
He died worth 
$500,000. 
There was a celebrated miser named 
Audley, who lived in the time of the Stu­ 
arts and whose keenness as a business man 
was remarkable. 
He was originally em­ 
ployed as a clerk at six shillings a week, 
and in the course of a few years, by dint 
of the economical practices th at come nat­ 
ural to persons of his his ilk, had accumu­ 
lated sufficient to engage in speculation. 
II is habit was to buy bad debts for a trifle, 
and afterward compound with the insol­ 
vent. 
An anecdote will illustrate his 
methods. 
• AN ANECDOTE. 
A tradesman. Miller, owed a merchant 
named W hite £200, and seeing no other 
chance to obtain it (Miller being insolvent) 
sued for the amount. 
Audley goes to 
W hite and offers him £10 for the debt and 
the merchant accepts. 
Then the miser 
goes to Miller and obtains his quittance of 
the debt for £50, upon the condition th at 
he pays for the accommodation. 
The in­ 
solvent signed the contract, which he 
thought was offered in a benevolent spirit. 
The contract waa that he should pay to 
Audley, tw enty years from th at time, one 
penny consecutively doubled on the first 
day of tw enty consecutive months ; fail­ 
ing, to pay a fine of £500. 
Miller, ac 
quitted of hi* debt, arranged with his 
creditors and commenced business. 
Two 
or three years afterwards the miser began 
to call for his installments, and Miller 
found on calculating th at the first of the 
tw entieth month he would have to pay 
£2,800; so he refused the payment of 
his bond and gave Audley the £500 forfeit. 
Vandille, a remarkable French miser, 
was at one time the Mayor of Boulogne, 
and while in that position partly main­ 
tained himself by being milk-toster general 
at the market. 
While munching a scrap 
of bread he would partake of these gratuit­ 
ous draughts. 
He always traveled to Paris 
on foot, and fearful lest he should be 
fobbed, took good care never to have more 
than threepence in his pocket ; if he need­ 
ed more money he begged on tbe road. By 
such methods, and lending money to the 
French Government, he made a fortune of 
£800,000, sprung from a single shilling. 
During the very cold winter of 1734 he 
found it necessary to purchase some extra 
fuel, and endeavored to beat down the wood 
merchant in his price. 
The man drove off 
and Vandille stole a few logs from the back 
of the cart. 
In hastening away with them 
he became overheated and contracted a bad 


fever. He sent for tbe surgeon, telling him 
he wanted to be bled. 
As the surgeon 
charged half a livre, which was considered 
too much, a barber was called in, who 
agreed to open a vein for threepence. 
“ But, friend,” said the cautious miser, 
" how often will it be requisite to bleed 
m e?” 
“ Three times.” 
“ And pray, what 
quantity of blood do you inteud to take 
from me at each operation?” 
“ About 
eight ounces each tim e.” 
“ That will be 
ninepenee ; too much ! too much ! I know 
a cheaper way ; take the whole twenty- 
four ounces at once, and that will save me 
sixpence.” 
He saved his sixpence but lost 
his life. 


A PECULIAR METHOD. 
Sir William Smith, of Bedfordshire, a 
wealthy miser, agreed to give 450 guineas if 
Dr. Taylor, a celebrated oculist, restored 
him to sight. 
The doctor succeeded so 
well that Sir William was able to read and 
write all the rest of his life w ithout spec­ 
tacles. 
But he pretended at the time of 
his cure that he only had a glimmering of 
his surroundings, and on that account suc­ 
ceeded iu getting the fee reduced to £20, 
one-third of the original price. 
A '•t. Fttersburg miser, who lived in the 
time of < atherine II., resorted to a peculiar 
methdd to save a little money. 
He had a 
large mastiff dog to watch his house, and 
had trained him to bark and howl all 
night. 
Finally, the dog died. 
Not caring 
to go to the expense of purchasing another, 
tlie old man personated a dog himself, and 
went about the house morning and evening 
barking and howling in im itation of his 
former protector. 
This man lived in ODe 
dark room, in a large, dilapidated old 
house, and we are told that his cellar con­ 
tained casks of gold and packages of silver. 
He was the richest man in llussia. 
In striking contrast to the mean charac­ 
teristics which seem to come natural to 
the miser, there are two anecdotes that 
have been handed down to us of the be­ 
nevolence of extremely avaricious men : 
Some years ago there lived in Marseilles, 
France, a miser named Guyot. 
He was 
noted for his parsimony, had always lived 
iu the city, was hated by grown persons 
and stoned by the boys. 
Me died very 
wealthy. His will read as follows : “ Hav­ 
ing observed from my infancy that the 
poor of Marseilles are ill supplied with 
water, which can only be procured at a 
great price, 1 have cheerfully labored the 
whole of my life to procure for them this 
great blessing, and I direct that the whole 
of niy property shall be expended in build­ 
ing an aqueduct for their use.”

In spite of the prejudice 
existing against the fregs, frog-eating has 
now established itself firmly as an Ameri­ 
can institution. 
For a time it was confined 
to the Fhisiern States, but soon the hardy’ 
W esterner succumbed to the custom of 
effete Europe, and Chicago and San Fran­ 
cisco are as deeply in the mire as Boston or 
New York. 
At Elgin, 111., there is a man 
who found it so profitable that he went into 
the business a few years since of raising a 
peculiar kind of frog for the W estern 
markets. 
While here in many cases they 
are sold under fictitious names, it is said 
th at in the W est they are served up as fried 
frogs. 
A considerable improvement has 
taken place in this trade recently, and a 
dealer says there is a good demand for all 
that can be secured. 
Many restaurants 
and most of the hotels have the delicacy, 
though not on the regular bill of fare, only 
serving to order. 
A large part of the frogu 
sold here are native, but there is a serious 
competition on the part of the Canadian ar­ 
ticle. 
In Canada the business is conduct* 
ed on a 
large scale, and 
the 
indus­ 
try, which lately received considerable en­ 
couragement by the increased demand, is 
at present very promising. 
Numbers of 
boys, who have become quite expert, spear 
the frogs in the country ponds and streams, 
and sell them in the city to the commis­ 
sion dealers, from whom they receive five 
to ten cents a dozen. 
The commission men 
skin, pack in ice, and ship them to the 
N orthern and W estern cities, where the 
delicious tidbits bring them a handsome 
profit. 
In this city the frogs are sold gen­ 
erally by the dozen, and bring from tw enty 
to fifty cents, according to quality. 
As the 
demand increases the business will furnish 
quite a source of rural income, and thrifty 
Cape Codders might consider this sugges­ 
tion, as from personal observation it is 
known that vast numbers of frogs are 
there, which now live to a respected, 
serene and honored old age. 
Tbe subject 
of canning frogs is now being talked of. 
and efforts are berag made to discover a 
good process for this purpose. — [New 
York paper.

POPULAR SCIENCE. 


Some 
Scientific Facts for the General 
Reader. 


C a r b o l i c A c id in R e s p i r a t o r y D ls- 
BASES.—A series of cases of phthisis ami 
chronic bronchitis, in which very decided 
aud favorable results followed frequent 
inhalations of vapor of boiling water con­ 
taining carbolic acid, are reported in the 
Glasgow M 'U ral Journal. 
Cases of fibrous 
phthisis aud chronic bronchitis, in which 
there was excessive expectoration, were, it 
stems, especially benefited by' this method. 
A n inhaler, although convenient, is not 
essential in the operation, a pitcher or jug 
holding boiling water being all that is 
needed—care to-be taken to use it several 
times iu tliu day, aud to iuhaie completely 
the rising vapor, instead of merely draw­ 
ing it in t. tbe inouth. 


I m p o r t a n t D is c o v e r y .— I t is said that 
cotton seed oil forms a most satisfactory 
substitute for lard. 
If so, it will effect 
quite an im portant revolution, not only in 
household economy but in the profits of 
cotton culture as well. 
Col. 0 . 0. Nelson, 
of Huntsville, Ala., says he has repeatedly 
used the oil at his house, and linds it equal 
to the best article of lard. 
A hotel-ket jier 
at Memphis publishes a statem ent to the 
same effect. 
It has been tried by several 
citizens o f Tuscnmbia, Ala., who say they 
-can discover no difference between the oil 
and the lard. 
The reliued oil is only about 
oue-hi-lf the cost of lard. 
This vegetable 
substitute for iard cannot meet with any 
similar objection to th at which is encoun­ 
tered by the oleomargarine manufacturer 
in his substitute for butter. 
Should this 
alleged discovery prove a reality, it will 
effect a most im portant revolution in two 
of the leading industries of the country. 


T h e E a r t h 's I n t e r n a l S t r e s s . 
Iu a 
paper recently read by G. 11. Darwin, on 
the internal effect caused by the weights of 
mountains and continents, it stated that 
tne existence of dry land proves that the 
«arth’s surface is not a figure of equilibrium 
appropriate 
for the diurnal rotation— 
hence the interior of the earth must be in 
a state of stress. 
If the earth be formed 
of a crust with a semi-Said interior, the 
stresses must be greater than if the whole 
mass lie solid. 
On evaluating the stress- 
¿iiferences arising from given ellipticity iu 
a rotating sphere of the size and density of 
-the earth, i: appears that if the excess or 
•defect of ellipticity above or below tbe 
■equilibrium were one-thousandth, then the 
stress-diuerence at the center would be 
eight tons per square inch ; and that if the 
sphere were made of material as strong as 
brass, it would be just on the point of rup­ 
ture. 
Again, if tlio homogeneous earth, 
with ellipticity of 1 232, were to stop ro­ 
tating. the central stress difference would 
be thirty-three tons pier square inch, aud 
it would ruptura if made of any material 
of less strength than tile liuest steel. 
K i.kotriitkd C lo th .—In a wax cloth 
manufactory at Gnesheim, near Frankfort, 
the finished pieces of wax cloth are hung 
up to dry in an arlilicially-heated room, 
•being supported in successive folds on 
v> oodt-n bars placed across near the roof, 
aud thu lower parts being about a yard 
above the floor. 
Tne air is kept about a 
«¡ay at the temperature of -10 to CO’ C. by 
means of the furnace gasses passing through 
earthenware pipes in the ground, but also 
and especially, an air current heated by 
these. 
On opieiiing the place (llie heat 
having been shut off for a short interval), 
the wax-clotli is found strongly electric.' 
The boys go under it to have their hair set 
ou end, and a distinct shock is received on 
touching the cloth, more or les3 str >ng ac­ 
cording to the size of the piece. 
The ex­ 
planation, as H err Krebs says, is doubtless 
to be sought in friction by the hot air on 
the wax-cloth in its rapid passage through 
the room. 
This is the more probable, 
since it has been noticed by the work-peo­ 
ple that the electric shocks are inore 
violent when the drying occurs in calm 
weather, which favors tbe passage of the 
air-current through the room. 


I m p r o v e m e n t 
in 
G u n n e r y .—Messrs. 
■Krupp have succeeded in perfecting a pro- 
>.iess which will lead to a material reduction 
«n the expenditure on ordnance for the 
-t > rman navy and army. 
All the heavier 
Krupp guns consist of a steel body strength­ 
ened by hoops, the 1101 centimetre guns 
haviDg three tiers of hoops, the 26-ceuti- 
luetre and 24-centimetre two, and the re­ 
mainder one tier. 
I he interior of the 
ixidy, or the bore of the gun, being the 
part subjected to the greatest wear and 
tear, becomes rapidly worn out, and hith­ 
erto it lias been found necessary, after at 
the very most 1,000 rounds have been tired, 
to melt up the whole gun on account of the 
damaged condition of the bore, although 
the outer parts of the piece were practic­ 
ally as good and sound as ever. 
Since the 
coustructien of these outer hoops is very 
coetly, the idea occurred to one of the 
members of the firm that it might lie pos­ 
sible to localiza the melting operation ; 
aud this it has now heen found possible to 
accomplish by treating the body of the 
piece with a cold-producing preparation of 
carbonic acid, which contracts it to such 
an extent that the hoops, expanded at the 
same time by the application of heat, can 
be eaailv removed. 


CRUELLY TREATED 
CONVICTA 


t >f Georgia’s convicts an A tlanta corres­ 
pondent to the Cincinnati Commercial 
w rites : 
The special committee appointed by the 
last Legislature to investigate the convict 
lease system, make a shocking report of 
the management of convicts. 
Many of the 
penitentiary camps of the State were vis­ 
ited with the discovery of miserable quar­ 
ters in some, insufficient food in others; 
with neglect of cleanliness and sanitary 
measures, indiscriminate cohabitation of 
the sexes, and inhuman whipping in nearly 
all. 
In some of the camps the convicts 
were made to work from twelve to fifteen 
hours per day. 
The several camps visited 
contained 1,201 convicts, and complaint of 
inhuman punishment was general. 
At the I)ade county coal mine camp 
there arc .VH> convicts, of whom ¿senator 
-loseph K. Brown is lessee; and though 
the accommodations 
here are reported 
good, nothing is Baid in commendation of 
the treatm ent of. the prisoners. 
The case system is condemned in the 
shameful showing of the investigating com­ 
mittee. Georgia has for many years sought 
to solve the problem of convict labor, but 
the effort has brought only reproach and 
censure on the Executive. 
The committee 
are of the opinion that the system needs a 
central authority to supervise and govern 
it and that the State should appoint an 
officer or officers to stand between the con­ 
victs and tbe lessees. 
The committee do not find any reforma­ 
tory benefits in the system as now admin­ 
istered. 
They report a bill to provide for 
the better inspection, mansgement and con­ 
trol of the convict camps. 
It establishes a 
Board of Managers for the convicts, and 
empowers this Board to make all suitable 
regulations for the government and care of 
the State prisoners. 
It abolishes the 
offices of principal keeper and principal 
physician of the penitentiary, and makes 
the local keepers and physician amenable 
to the Board of Managfrs. 
Wardens are 


to have supervision at the several camps, 
and are to report to the Secretary of the 
Board of Managers. 
The Managers are to 
lie paid $2,000 each, and the Wardens 
SI,000 per annum. 
The Post Apjtfu! thus criticises this -. 
“ It all grows out of the lamentable loose­ 
ness in the administration of the affairs of 
the State, that has been so sadly and dis­ 
astrously conspicuous for tbe last two or 
three years. 
It will be rtmembered that 
the last Legislature of Georgia preferred 
very grave charges against the principal 
keeper for abuses of his own and neglect 
of duty and abuses practiced by others ; 
that tbe Legislature turned him over to the 
Governor by whom he was appointed and 
to whom he was directly accountable, but 
the Executive who had previously ap­ 
proved the course of the principal keeper, 
as affected by one or tw o of the most seri­ 
ous charges made against him, paid no atten­ 
tion to the Legislative bill of indictment, 
and suffered the management aud treat­ 
ment of tho convicts to continue in the 
manner now reported by the com mittee.” 


THE SURRENDER OF Y0F.KT0WN. 


At noon of the 19th [October] we have 
the first act of surrender. 
Yorktown 
changed hands. 
Two redoubts on the left 
of the enemy's works were at th at hour 
taken possession of oy detachments from 
the allied army. 
Colonel Richard Butler 
commanded the American and the Marquis 
Laval the French party, each of 100 men. 
At 2 o’clock we reach the closiug scene. 
The army of Cornwallis marched out as 
prisoners of war, grounded their arms, and 
then marched back. 
Accounts agree in 
describing tbe display and ceremony on the 
occasion as quite imposing. The British ap­ 
peared in new uniforms, distributed among 
them a few days before, and it only required 
the Hying of their standards to give their 
march tbe effect of a holiday parade. 
I!ut 
their colors were cased, and they were pro­ 
hibited from playing either a French or an 
American tune. 
This was the return of a 
compliment, a piece of justifiable as well as 
poetic retaliation on the part of the Ameri­ 
cans for what the enemy were pleased to 
command when General Lincoln was com­ 
pelled to surrender at Charleston the year 
before. 
The m atter came up at the meet­ 
ing of tbe commissioners. 
“ This is a 
harsh article,” said Ross to Laurens. 
“ Which article ? ” answered the latter. 
“ The troops shall march out. with colors 
cased, and drums beating a British or a 
German march.” 
“ Yes, sir,” returned Laurens, with a 
touch of santj froid, “ it is a harsh article. ’ 
“ Then," said Ross, “ if that is your 
opinion, why is it here?” 
Whereupon Laurens, who had been made 
prisoner at Charleston w ith Lincoln’s army, 
proceeded to remind Ross that the Ameri­ 
cans on that occasion had made a brave de­ 
fense, but were uDgallantly refused any 
honors of surrender, other than to march 
out with colors cased and drums not beat­ 
ing a British or a German march. 
“ But!” rejoined Ross, “ my Lord Corn­ 
wallis did not command at Charleston.” 
“ There, sir,” said Laurens, “ you extort 
another observation. 
It is not the indi­ 
vidual th at is here considered ; it is the 
nation. 
This remains an article, or I cease 
to be a commissioner.” 
■ 
Nothing more was to be said ; the article 
stood, and the enemy marched out with 
colors cased, while tho tune they chose to 
follow was an old British march with the 
quite appropriate title of “ The World 
Turned Upside Down.” 
As the prisoners moved out of their 
works along the Hampton road they fouDd 
the French aud American armies drawn up 
on either side of the way, the Americans 
on their right, and extending for m ore than 
a mile toward the field of surrender. 
The 
French troop3 presented a brilliant specta­ 
cle in theirwhiteuniformB, with i-lamedand 
decorated^ofibers at, their head, and gor­ 
geous standards of white silk, embroid­ 
ered with golden jleitre tie lie. floating along 
the line. 
The Americans were less of an 
attraction in outward appearance, but not 
the less eagerly eyed by their late antag­ 
onists. 
Amoug the war-worn Continentals 
there was variety of dress, poor at the best, 
distinguishing tbe men of the different 
lines ; but, to compensate for lack of show, 
there was a soldierly bearing about them 
which commanded attention. 
The mili­ 
tia formed in their 
rear presented a 
less m artial sight, so far as clothing 
and order were concerned. 
But all these 
mea were conquerors, and their very ap 
ptarance bespoke tho hardships and pri­ 
vations they and their States had under­ 
gone to win in the struggle. 
A t the head 
of the respective lines were th* command­ 
ing generals, nobly mounted—Washington, 
Uichambeau, 
Lafayette, Lincoln, -¿tcu- 
beo, Kuox, and the rest. 
Leading the 
British came General O’Hara, instead of 
Cornwallis. 
The latter pleaded illness, 
but he sent his sword by O'Hara to be 
given up to Washington. 
As O'Hara ad­ 
vanced to the chief, he wa3 referred to 
Lincoln, who, upon receiving the sword as 
a token of the enemy's submission, imme­ 
diately returned it to the British General, 
whose troops then m atch-d between the 
two lines to a field on the right, where 
they grounded their a rm s.— [H arper’s 
Magazine.
